German  business-men  in  England  are  having  a  rough 
time,  due  to  resentment  of  German  jubilation  owing  to  the 
sinking  of  the  Lusitania  (p.  34). 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  has  received  a 
deputation  in  regard  to  Government  assistance  to  industrial 
research.

The  Board  of  Trade  has  organised  a  very  successful 
British  Industries  Fair  in  London,  which  deals  with  certain 
sections  of  the  trade  of  this  country.  Some  of  the  goods 
which  the  manufacturers  show  are  of  interest  to  our  readers, 
and  of  these  we  give  notes  on  pp.  49  and  50. 

Business  is  quiet,  with  few  market  changes ;  there  is  a 
lull  in  the  demand  for  so-called  fine  chemicals.  Resorcin, 
phenacetin,  and  paraldehyde  have  a  firmer  tendency.  Acetic 
acid,  tartaric  acid,  and  cream  of  tartar  are  dearer ;  balsam 
tolu,  arsenic,  caraway  and  fenugreek  seeds  are  among  the 
cheaper  articles  (p.  53). 

The  double  spirit  duty  and  other  increased  duties  on 
alcoholic  liquors  were  withdrawn  last  Friday,  but  there  is 
still  pharmaceutical  trouble  consequent  on  an  Immature 
Spirits  Bill  being  introduced.  This  paves  the  way  for  a 
surtax  of  Is.  and  Is.  bd.  per  proof  gal.  being  placed  on  spirits 
less  than  three  years  old.  This  would  hit  rectified  spirit 
for  medicinal  purposes.  The  Government  do  not  mean  it, 
but  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  showed  in  speeches  to  the  House  of 
Commons  that  tho  Bill  is  so  badlv  drafted  that  medicinal 
spirits  would  be  surtaxed  (pp.  42-44).  He  is  moving  amend- 
ments to  make  the  position  of  chemists  safe,  but  we  are 
of  opinion  that  the  Bill  will  be  dropped  (p.  47).

The  Southend-on-Sea  Zeppelin  Raid. 

A  Zeppelin  airship  visited  the  Thames  estuary  early 
on  Monday  morning,  May  10,  and  bombarded  Southend- 
on-Sea  and  its  sister  towns  with  incendiary  bombs  chiefly, 
although  several  large  explosive  bombs  were  also 
dropped.  A  member  of  the  C.  <£>  D.  staff  was  in  Westcliff 
at  the  time,  and  was  awakened  about  3  o'clock  by  the 
town's  hooter  which  was  the  agreed-upon  intimation  of 
a  Zeppelin  raid.  An  early  account  which  he  sent  of  the 
raid  (not  for  publication)  was  written  in  rather  a  con- 
temptuous vein,  the  whole  exploit  being  regarded  as 
purposeless  and  senseless  from  the  strategic  point  of  view 
■ — unless  there  be  method  in  the  Germans'  madness  and 
these  raids  are  trial  trips  for  a  big  venture  to  London. 

The  ease  with  which  a  Zeppelin  can  fly  through  English 
air  uninterrupted  is  astonishing.  Monday's  one  flew 
right  over  the  Shoeburyness  district  and  Thorpe  Bay  until 
it  reached  the  Kursaal  at  Southend,  where  soldiers  in 
training  are  quartered.  There  it  dropped  an  explosive 
bomb  which  hit  the  earth.  The  big  reservoir  of  the  gas- 
works near  by  was  also  missed  ;  so,  too,  were  the  water- 
works and  electric-light  station.  Then  the  Palace  Hotel, 
whicli  is  at  present  Queen  Mary's  Royal  Naval  Hospital 
and  contains  many  wounded  men  and  invalids,  was 
peppered  with  at  least  one  explosive  bomb  and  many 
incendiary  bombs,  and  all  of  them  missed  their  mark. 
It  is  also  said  that  the  Zeppelin  tried  to  hit  Southend 
Pier,  which  is  one  of  the  biggest  in  the  world,  and 
about  250  yards  from  the  south  end  of  it  lies  a,  liner 
which  is  used  as  a  prison  ship  for  Germans  (civil,  mili- 
tary, and  naval),  but  the  pier,  like  Scotland,  stands 
where  it  did,  and  the  liner  is  still  afloat.  Our  repre-  : 
sentative  does  not  believe  that  the  airship  could  have 
had  a  shot  at  this  most  excellent  target,  for,  after 
missing  the  Palace  Hotel,  it  went  right  up  to  the  South- 
church  Road  district,  which  is  quite  the  opposite  way,  : 
and  there  began  to  do  much  of  the  damage  _  that  was 
done,  first  hitting  a  timber-yard  and  setting  it  on  fire. 
Mr.  Hancock's  pharmacy  is  quite  close  to  this  yard, 
but  it  was  not  damaged.  Next  an  old  woman  who  was 
lying  in  bed  with  her  husband  was  killed  by  a  bomb 
going  through  the  house.  At  the  top  of  Broadway  ^ 
Southend's  principal  business  street,  are  a  technical  _ 
school  and  other  prominent  buildings.  These  were  aimed 
at  with  a  big  explosive  bomb,  which  did  not  go  oil,  but 
another  twenty  yards  away  made  a  hole  in  the  ground 
about  15  ft.  deer..  So  the  airship  continued  its  course 
towards  Leigh,  dropping  incendiary  bombs  here  and  there 
all  the  way  to  that  town.    As  it  flew  a  house  was  hit 
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now  and  then,  but,  considering  that  sixty  bombs  were 
dropped  in  Southend  and  Westcliff  and  thirty  in  Leigh, 
the  damage  done  was  astonishingly  small.    The  course  of 
the  Zeppelin  was  also  very  erratic;  for  example,  a  bomb 
was  dropped  on  the  pavement  above  the  cliffs  in  front 
of  "Westward  Ho!"  boarding-house.    It  made  a  little 
hole  in  the  asphalte  pavement  such  as  a  child  would 
love  to  dig  with  its  sand-spade.    This  was  probably  in- 
tended for  a  hotel  not  far  away  which  the  -Red  Cross 
Society  uses  for  invalided  and  wounded  soldiers.  After 
doing    this    the  airship    appears    to    have  made 
acute   north-west    course,    dropping   a    bomb    en  route 
on    the    residence    of    Mr.    H.    W.    Hull,  L.R.C.P 
M.R.C.S.,    65    London    Road,    who,    by    the  way, 
at  present  serving  with  the  Fleet  in  the  North  Sea 
A   double-fronted  house   on   the  opposite   side   of  the 
road  was  also  struck  -with  an  incendiary  bomb  and,  lik 
Dr.  Hull's,  was  gutted  by  fire.    It  is  a  curious  thing  that 
the  premises  of  four  other  medical  men  were  attacked 
but,  apart  from  some  garden-digging,  nothing  happened 
A  bomb  dropped  into  the  doorway  of  a  butchers'  shop 
(Ainslie  Bros.)  in  Hamlet  Court  Road.    The  doorway  and 
window  are  about  3  feet  outside  the  main  wall  of  the 
building,  and  it  was  through  the  verandah  portion  of  th 
doorway  that  the  bomb  fell.    It  struck  a  brick  of  the 
wall  on  the  south  side  and  glanced  off  into  the  middL 
of  the  floor  of  the  doorway,  the  tarry  material  inside  the 
bomb  igniting  and  setting  fire  to  the  floor.  When  the  fire 
brigade  came  to  put  out  this  trifling  conflagration  the 
horses  got  restive  and  backed  the  engine  into  the  doorway 
of  the  shop  three  doors  below,  No.  105,  which  is  a  branch 
of  Boots'   Cash  Chemists   (Southern),  Ltd.    The  engine 
crashed  through  the  iron  gate  of  the  shop  and  into  the 
side  pane  of  the  window.    The  shop  is  a  double-fronted 
one,  the  north  window  being  devoted  to  fancy  goods  and 
the  south  window  to  drugs.      It  was  the  fancy-.goods 
window  that  suffered,   and  some  damage  was  done  to 
the  contents.    Nothing  else  happened  to  drug^shops  in 
the  district,  but  some  have  had  a  demand  for  Nerve 
Tonics  since. 

While  the  Zeppelin  was  flying  west  many  people,  ignored 
the  municipal  order  and  went  out  in  the  streets  to  look 
at  it.    There  was  a  remarkable  absence  of  excitement, 
with  a  characteristic  spirit  of  unconcern  on  the  part  of 
the  majority  of  the  people,  and  on  Monday,  except  by 
occasional  conversations  on  the  topic,  and  the  gaunt  win 
dows  of  a  few  houses,  it  looked  as  if  nothing  had  hap 
pened.    The  most  surprising  things'about  a  Zeppelin  raid 
are  :  (1)  The  waste  of  energy  and  money  on"  the  part 
of  the  invaders ;  (2)  the  trifling  damage  done ;  and  (3)  the 
comparative  equanimity  with  which  one  can  look  on  at 
such  a  bombardment.    The  greatest  damage  done  in  this 
instance  is  to  the  reputation  of  the  place  visited  "The 
fortified  town  of  Southend,"  it  is  "called  in  the  official 
German  communique,  which  is  a  lie,  for  Southend  and 
its  sister  towns  are.  residential  and  health  resorts.  The 
tradespeople  in  them  have  suffered  badly  in  consequence 
of  the  war,  and  the  raid  may  keep  away  those  timid 
people  who  have  difficulty  in  realising  that  inoculation 
with  a  Zeppelin  confers  a  certain  degree  of  immunity 
upon  a  place,  so  that  it  is  not  unlikely  to  become  one  of 
the  safest  resorts  to  go  to..  The  most  astonishing  thing 
about  a  Zeppelin  raid,   aa  our  representative  saw  this 
one,  is  how  cleverly  we  succeed  in  letting  a  Zeppelin 
come  and  go  without  doing  it  any  harm'1    There  are 
reasons  for  this,-  of  course,  but  that  is-  another  story. 

The  Supply  of  Optical  Glass. 

Dr.  Mullineux  Walmsley's  proposal  that  the  Govern- 
ment should  take  over  the  optical-glass  branch  of  Chance 
Bros.,  Birmingham,  has  attracted  considerable  attention 
The  matter  of  the  supply  of  optical  glass,  states 
"Nature,"  has  got  beyond  the  point  at  which  any  pri- 
vate firm  should  be  required  for  the  good  of  the  whole 
community  to  undertake  such  heavy  capital  expenditure 
as  it  has  already  made,  and  to  risk  the  great  sacrifices 
which  may  be  called  for  if  this  expenditure  be  rendered 
unproductive  after  the  war.  The  amount  of  turnover 
involved  is  not  more  than  20,000?.  a  year,  but  this  rupply 
affects  an  industry  in  which  the  value  of  the  finished 


products  run  to  millions  of  pounds'  worth  of  goods  per 
annum,  and  in  which  the  greater  part  of  the  cost  of 
output  goes  in  wages  to  highly  skilled  labour. 

Diseases  of  "War. 
The  Belgian  Soldiers  Fund  has  been  founded  at  17  to 
19  James  Street,  Oxford  Street,   London,  W.,  one  of 
the  objects  of  which  is  to  provide  and  distribute  pure 
water  to  the  Belgian  Army  and  to  the  civilian  popula- 
tion in  the  West  war  zone.    A  conference  to  further  this 
object    was  held   at    Claridge's    Hotel,    Brook  Street, 
London,  W.,  on  May  11,  when  Dr.  Louis  Sambon  gave 
an  address  on  preventive  measures  to  be  adopted  against 
diseases  likely  to  occur  during  the  war.  Major-General 
Sir  Ivor  Herbert  was  in  the  chair,  and  in  introducing  the 
lecturer  touched  on  the  work  of  the  Army  Medical  De- 
partment and  the  London  School  of  Tropical  Medicine. 
He  also  emphasised   the  good  results  obtained  in  the 
present  war  by  inoculating  the  troops  against  enteric 
fever.    Dr.  Sambon,  who  is  lecturer  at  the  London  School 
of  Tropical  Medicine,  and  an  authority  on  diseases  caused 
by  bacteria  and  parasites,  then  addressed  the  audience, 
and  for  an  hour  and  a  half  discoursed  on  his  favourite 
subject.    The  British  Army  Medical  Department  is,  he 
claimed,  the  finest  in  the  world,  and  constant  watchful- 
ness is  exercised  in  meeting  new  conditions  as  they  arise. 
It  is  likely  that  with  the  incidence  of  warmer  weather 
many  more  diseases  will  appear ;  even  now  many  unusual 
diseases  have  shown  themselves — e.g.,  black  water  fever, 
in  German  prisoners.    The  lecturer  then  dealt  succes- 
sively with  the    causes  and    dissemination  of  tetanus, 
typhoid,  typhus,  malaria,  yellow  fever,  sleeping  sickness, 
plague,   consumption,  and  hydrophobia.    He  urged  the 
importance  of  destroying  body  vermin,  which  are  now- 
known  to  play  an  important  part  in  conveying  disease. 
Subjecting  infected  clothes  to  the  influence  of  heat  is 
the  best  way  of  destroying  vermin,  and  as  preventives 
Dr.    Sambon  recommended   sulphur-bags,  anointing  the 
body  with  camphorated  oil,  or  the  u'se  of  a  solution  of 
one  part  of  clove  oil,  anise  oil-,  or  fennel  oil  in  30  to 
40  parts  of  alcohol.    To  prevent  typhoid  all  water  used 
should  be  boiled  before  being  drunk,  and  he  advocated 
inoculation  against  typhoid.    The  latter  is  not  a  perfect 
method  of  treating  the  difficulty,  but  is  a  practical  one. 
Food  should  be  well  cooked  and  eaten  hot.    The  destruc- 
tion of  flies  was  particularly  urged,  and  it  was  suggested 
that  the  poor  should  be  helped  in  this  matter  by  supply- 
ing them  with  Tanglefoot  and  other  fly-papers.  The 
Chairman  and  lecturer  were  thanked  by  vote  moved  by 
Miss  Carey,  and  the  fashionable  audience  adjourned  to 
afternoon  tea. 

Excommunicating  German  Business-men. 
The  indignation  caused  in  business  circles  by  the 
German  outrages  on  civilisation,  which  culminated  in  the 
sinking  of  the  Lusitania  and  the  murder  of  hundreds  of 
unarmed  civilians,  is,  recoiling  on  the  Germans  or  those 
of  German  origin  who  carry  on  business  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  It  will  further  the  ruin  of  German  business, 
in  this  country.  In  the  City  of  London,  the  Stock  Ex- 
change and  "  The  Baltic"  are  taking  action  in  regard  to 
German  members  who  are  naturalised  in  this  country, 
and  in  each  case  the  members  of  British  nationality  have 
given  the  Committees  of  these  institutions  to  understand 
that,  unless  prompt  steps  are  taken  to  exclude  persons 
f  German  origin,  such  persons  will  be  forcibly  dealt 
with.  Similar  action  is  being  taken  on  the  Metal 
Exchange.  In  Mincing  Lane  a  threatening  attitude  has 
een  adopted  towards  German  and  Austrian  subjects,  and 
we  understand  that  in  one  instance  a  foolhardy  German 
who  ventured  to  face  his  British  colleagues  was  severely 
assaulted.  The  following  petition  was  prepared  in  the 
Commercial  Sale-rooms  on  Saturday,  and  a  large  number 
f  signatures  were  appended  to  it  : 

To  the  Directors  of  the  London  Commercial  Sale-rcoms : 
The  undersigned  members  and  nominees  of  the  Sale-rooms, 
eing_  strongly  of  opinion  that  all  members  of  German  and 
Austrian  origin  (naturalised  British  subjects)  should  now 
'  e  excluded  from  the  Rooms,  respectfully  submit  that  the 
irectors  should  take  the  necessary  steps  to  ensure  such 
exclusion^  in  all  cases  (except  where  such  members  have 
sons  serving  in  the  British  Forces)." 
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The  petition  was  extensively  signed  on  Monday  and 
Tuesday,  and  immediate  action  was  taken  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Sale-rooms,  a  notice  in  the  following- 
terms  being  posted  up  in  the  Rooms  : 

In  view  of  the  strong-  feeling  now  existing  in  the  Rooms, 
members  and  clerks  of  German  or  Austrian  birth  are  re- 
quested not  to  make  use  of  the  Rooms  until  further  notice. 

This  request  does  not  apply  to  those  having  sons  serving 
in  H.M.'s  Forces,  or  to  those  who  have  been  denationalised.

During  the  week  there  have  been  a  few  exciting  scenes 
in  the  City  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Cullum  Street,  in 
which  there  is  a  coterie  of  enemy  alien  restaurants, 
which  were  invaded  by  some  of  the  Mincing  Lane  stal- 
warts. As  the  result  of  these  demonstrations  several 
shops  were  closed  by  the  police,  including  the  pharmacy 
of  Mr.  Matthaei,  chemist  and  druggist.    (See  also  p.  36.) 

Government  Assistance  for  Industrial  Research. 

A  joint  deputation  from  the  Royal  Society  and  the 
Chemical  Society  was  received  by  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  and  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion at  the  Board  of  Trade  Offices,  7  Whitehall  Gardens, 
London,  S.W.,  on  May  6.  With  Mr.  Runciman  and  Mr. 
Pease  were  the  following  : 

Dr.  Addison,  M.P.,  Sir  H.  Llewellyn  -Smith,  Sir  L.  A. 
Selby-Bigge,  Mr.  Ogilvie,  Dr.  Heath,  and  Mr.  Percy  Ashley. 
The  deputation,  which  was  introduced  by  Sir  William 
Crookes,  consisted  of  Professor  A.  W.  Crossley,  Dr.  H.  J.  H. 
Fenton,  Dr.  M.  O.  Forster,  Professor  W.  H.  Perkin,  Pro- 
fessor W.  J.  Pope,  Professor  Arthur  Schuster,  Professor 
A.  Smithells,  Professor  J.  F.  Thorpe,  and  Mr.  R.  W.  F. 
Harrison,  representing  the  Royal  Society ;  Dr.  Alexander 
Scott,  Professor  F.  G.  Donnan,  Professor  Percy  F.  Frank- 
land,  Professor  J.  C.  Philip,  Sir  William  A.  Tilden,  and 
Dr.  Samuel  Smiles,  representing  the  Chemical  Society ;  Mr. 
A.  Chapman  (President  of  the  Society  of  Public  Analysts), 
Dr.  G.  G.  Henderson  (President  of  the  Society  of  Chemical 
Industry),  Professor  Jackson,  and  Mr.  Edward  W.  Voelcker, 
representing  the  Institute  of  Chemistry. 

Professor  W.  H.  Perkin,  Sir  William  Tilden,  Pro- 
fessor Percy  Frankland,  Professor  W.  J.  Pope,  and  Dr. 
Martin  0.  Forster  spoke  in  support  of  memorials  from 
the  Royal  Society  and  the  Chemical  Society,  which  had 
been  submitted  to  his  Majesty's  Government  on  the  posi- 
tion of  the  chemical-industries,  and  the  steps  which  might 
be  taken  to  improve  their  status  and  efficiency  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  The  speakers  drew  attention  to  the" 
fact  that  the  comparatively  backward  state  of  certain 
industries  in  this  country  is  due  to  a  failure  to  realise 
that  modern  industry  to  be  successful  must  be  based  on 
scientific  research,  and  to  the  lack  of  association  between 
manufacturers  and  science,  combined  with  a  want  of 
scientific  knowledge  and  appreciation  of  the  importance 
of  scientific  work  among  the  public  generally,  and  the 
lack  of  organisation  among  the  various  chemical  and 
allied  industries.  The  deputation  advocated  Government 
assistance  for  scientific  research  for  industrial  purposes, 
the  establishment  of  closer  relations  between  the  manu- 
facturers and  scientific  workers  and  teachers,  and  the 
establishment  of  a  National  Chemical  Advisory  Com- 
mittee for  these  purposes. 

Mr.  Runciman,  in  reply  to  the  deputation,  pointed  out 
that  the  Board  of  Trade  fully  appreciated  the  extent  to 
which  national  industrial  progress  is  dependent  upon  the 
utilisation  of  the  services  of  men  of  science,  and  the 
importance  of  provision  for  the  thorough  training  of  a 
very  much  larger  number  of  industrial  chemists  than  are 
at  present  available.  He  agreed  with  the  views  ex- 
pressed as  to  the  need  of  closer  co-operation  between 
manufacturers  arid  scientific  workers  and  teachers.  The 
war  had  shown  the  weakness  of  our  position  in  certain 
important  respects,  and  he  was  in  full  sympathy  with  the 
general  views  expressed  by  the  deputation.  The  actual 
proposals  would  receive  careful  and  sympathetic  con- 
sideration. 

Mr.  Pease  informed  the  deputation  that  the  particular 
problems  to  which  they  had  drawn  attention  had  been 
present  to  the  Board  of  Education  for  some  time  past, 
and  that  a  scheme  had  been  approved  in  principle  by 
which  substantial  additional  assistance  would  be  given 


by  the  Government  to  scientific  education  and  to  industrial 
research.  He  hoped  that  though  the  funds  immediately 
available  might  not  be  large,  they  would  be  sufficient  to 
enable  an  organisation  to  be  brought  into  being  at  an 
early  date,  which  would  be  capable  of  expansion  sub- 
sequently. Mr.  Pease  further  expressed  his  appreciation 
of  the  offer  of  assistance  and  advice  by  members  of  the 
two  Societies  represented  at  the  deputation. 

Sir  William  Crookes  expressed  the  thanks  of  the  deputa- 
tion for  the  sympathetic  reception  which  they  had  met.

services  to  his  country,  and  on  October  10  was  gazetted 
to  the  Special  Reserve  of  Officers  in  the  3rd  Battalion  East 
Lancashire  Regiment  at  Plymouth.  He  proceeded  to 
France  on  March  14,  and  ever  since  had  been  in  the 
fighting  line.

The  pharmacy  in  Navigation  Street  carried  on  for 
many  years  by  Foster  Brothers,  and  which  has  lately  been 
managed  by  Mr.  Harold  Smith,  chemist  and  druggist,  has 
been  closed,  owing  to  the  premises  coming  down  for 
rebuilding. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Worcester  Hop  Market  Guardians 
on  May  7,  it  was  stated  that  last  season's  hop-crop  "was 
the  largest  for  many  years,  and  severely  taxed  the  ware- 
house accommodation.  It  is  feared  the  coming  season 
will  be  less  favourable  to  the  hop-growers.

Mr.  R.  H.  Hopkins,  B.Sc,  who  passed  the  Final 
examination  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry  last  month, 
is  chief  assistant  in  the  laboratories  of  Messrs.  Bostock, 
Hill  &  Rigby,  county  analysts  for  Warwickshire.  He 
received  his  instruction  in  pharmacology,  therapeutics, 
and  microscopy  in  Mr.  F.  H.  Alcock's  laboratories,  King 
Alfred's  Place. 

Sir  Oliver  Lodge  delivered  a  most  interesting  lecture 
on  "  Some  of  the  Work  of  Professor  Poynting,"  the  late 
Professor  of  Physics  and  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Science 
of  the  University,  on  May  11,  to  a  large  and  appreciative 
audience.  The  final  picture  shown  on  the  screen — an 
excellent  portrait  of  the  Professor — was  warmly 
applauded. 

Liverpool. 

Several  chemists  bought  large  quantities  of  rectified 
spirit  and  tinctures  in  anticipation  of  the  extra  duty  on 
spirit.  Officials  of  the  Chemists'  Association  were  urged 
to  hold  a  meeting  instanter,  but  "  the  wait-and-see 
policy  "  was  adopted. 

R.  &  J.  Herman,  chemists,  Liverpool  and  Aintree,  are 
offering  a  reward  of  51.  for  information  leading  to  the 
conviction  of  the  person  or  persons  who  have  circulated 
the  untrue  and  slanderous  statement  that  they  are  Ger- 
mans. Both  are  Irishmen  and  naturally  annoyed  to  be 
mistaken  for  Germans. 

Empties  for  London  have  been  on  hand  for  months,  as 
the  railway  companies  have  refused  to  accept  them,  thus 
causing  some  inconvenience  to  those  chemists  who  have 
small  accommodation.  Word  had  been  passed  round 
that  the  London  and  North-Western  Railway,  owing  to 
the  shortage  of  hampers  in  London,  had  been  prevailed 
upon  to  take  empties  once  more,  but  unfortunately  this, 
like  many  of  the  rumours  that  have  been  flying  about  the 
city  lately,  was  proved  to  be  incorrect,  as  the  company 
again  state  that  "they  are  not  prepared  at  present  to 
accept  such  traffic." 

Business  in  the  working-class  districts  is  good,  some 
chemists  reporting  that  the  returns  so  far  are  better  than 
last  year.  In  the  central  area  things  are  not  so  bright. 
The  hotels  are  not  occupied  by  the  usual  money-spending 
visitors',  Americans  are  few  and- far  between,  and  the 
excursionists  who  used  to  flock  in  daily  from  Cumberland, 
Westmorland,  and  Lancashire  are  non  est.  All  this 
means  that  there  is  little  demand  for  luxuries,  such  as 
perfumery  and  toilet-articles.  The  probable  cessation  of 
the  famous  Isle  of  Man  steamers  this  summer,  also  of  the 
North  Wales  boats,  will  not  improve  matters.  The  city, 
however,  has  the  finest  ferry  services  in  the  world,  and 
the  Wallasey  Corporation  now  carry  many  hundreds  of 
sailors  and  soldiers  every  day  free  of  charge,  the  uniform 
being  the  passport.  This  privilege  is  a  great  boon  to  con- 
valescent soldiers  and  sailors,  and  helps  them  to  recover 
health. 

A  deep  feeling  of  resentment  was  aroused  in  Liverpool 
by  the  senseless  act  of  Prussian  savagery  involved  in  the 
sinking  of  the  Lusitania.  A  large  number  of  people 
showed  their  indignation  by  wrecking  shops  owned,  or 
thought  to  be  owned,  by  Germans.  Several  shops  were 
destroyed  in  the  block  in  which  is  situated  the  pharmacy 
of  Mr.  Moreton  Parry,  pharmaceutical  councillor,  but 
fortunately  Mr.  Parry's  pharmacy  was  not  involved  in  the 
melee.  On  May  10  large  crowds  assembled  in  the  Edge 
Hill  district  and  proceeded  to  Wavertree  Road.  Here 
Boots,  Cash  Chemists,  Ltd.,  have  a  branch,  which  was 
thought  to  be  under  the  management  of  a  chemist  of 
German  extraction.  The  mob  smashed  up  a  pork-butcher's 
shop  two  doors  away,  and  then  the  word  went  round  that 
there  was  a  German  inside  Boots'  establishment.  A 
posse  of  police  arrived  and  dispersed  the  rioters.  Towards 
evening  another  crowd  collected,  and  after  receiving  two 
telephone  calls  that  he  was  in  danger,  the  manager  left, 
and  a  little  later  the  premises  were  closed.  On  May  12 
Boots,  Ltd.,  put  up  a  poster,  stating  that  they  are  British 
and  employ  no  alien  labour.    Crowds  again  collected,  and 
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at  night  tne  climax  was  reached.  The  plate-glass  window 
in  Wavertree  Road  was  smashed,  also  another  window  at 
the  side  in  Dorothy  Street.  The  entrance-door  con- 
tained a  large  sheet  of  plate-glass.  Through  this  a  rioter 
flung  a  stone,  shattering  it.  The  demolition  of  the  stock 
had  just  begun,  when  a  fresh  detachment  of  police  came 
up  in  a  taxicab  and,  aided  by  a  timely  downpour  of  rain, 
dispersed  the  rioters. 

Newcastle-upon-Tyne . 

It  is  proposed  to  form  a  first-aid  class  (under  trie

Sheffield. 

Sheffield  Guardians  have  decided  to  provide  an  x-ray 
apparatus  for  use  in  the  treatment  of  sick  and  wounded 
soldiers  in  their  infirmary,  the  cost  not  to  exceed  200/!. 
The  Clerk  was  instructed  to  communicate  with  the  War 
Office  as  to  the  possibility  of  the  whole  or  part  of  the 
cost  being  refunded  to  the  Guardians. 

Regarding  the  uncertainty  in  the  minds  of  local 
chemists  as  to  their  position  in  regard  to  the  dispensing 
of  prescriptions  if  the  proposed  closing  order  is  adopted 
(C.  &  D.,  May  1,  p.  36),  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  Mr. 
Kenyon,  the  chief  official  in  charge  of  the  Shops  Act 
administration  in  the  city,  has  stated,  in  the  course  of 
an  interview  with  our  representative,  that  chemists  may 
rest  assured  that  the  broadest  view  will  be  taken  in 
regard  to  the  question  of  dispensing  prescriptions  during 
closing-hours,  if  the  order  is  granted.  He  is  of  opinion 
that,  generally  speaking,  the  presentation  of  a  prescrip- 
tion is  in  itself  proof  of  urgency.  He  would  follow  his 
usual  method  of  sending  a  note  of  objection  to  any  sale 
which  appears  to  be  outside  the  exemptions  of  the  Act, 
in  cases  of  apparent  contravention  coming  under  his 
notice,  and  if  the  tradesman  can  justify  the  sale,  the 
matter  ends ;  if  not,  it  must  be  taken  as  a  warning. 
Broadly  speaking,  Mr.  Kenyon's  department  would  not 
press  the  Shops  Act  so  as  to  act  harshly  upon  the  general 
public  requiring  medicines.  There  appears,  therefore, 
Kttle  likelihood  of  any  trouble  arising  if  the  spirit  of  the 
Act  is  adhered  to. 

Miscellaneous. 

Poisons  and  Phahmacy  Act._ — The  local  authority  has 
granted  an  agri-horticultural  poisons-licence  to  Mrs.  Isabella 
Johnson,  Forge  Nurseries,  Newton  Road,  Burton-on-Trent. 

Diseases  of  Animals  Regulations. — At  Doncaster  on 
May  8,  Frederic  Jackson,  chemist  and  druggist,  Bawtry, 
Yorks,  was  fined  25s.  for  failing  to  notify  a  suspected  case 
of  swine-fever. 

■  Scarcity  of  Medicine-bottles. — Owing  to  the  scarcity  of 
medicine-bottles,  the  officials  of  Southport  Infirmary  have 
issued  an  appeal  urging  local  residents  who  have  accumu- 
lations of  such  bottles  to  send  them  to  the  institution. 

Shops  Act. — Swansea  Town  Council  has  decided  to  apply 
to  the  Home  Secretary  for  the  revocation  of  the  general 
closing-order  for  chemists  and  druggists. — Cheriton  (Kent) 
Urban  Council  has  made  an  order  suspending  half-day 
•closing  by  chemists  and  druggists  on  Wednesdays  during 
June,  July,  August,  and  September. 

An_  Alarming  Fire  _  occurred  in  the  laboratory  at  the 
chemical-works  of  British  Dyes,  Ltd.  (Read  Holliday  & 
•Sons),  Huddersfield,  on  May  10.  The  Corporation  Fire- 
brigade  succeeded  in  subduing  the  outbreak  and  preventing 
the  flames  from  spreading  to  other  parts  of  the  premises. 
One  of  the  employes  sustained  severe  burns. 

Petty  Thefts. — At  Salford  last  week,  a  young  woman 
named  Amy  Hough,  charged  with  stealing  thirty  corn- 
plasters,  seventeen  belladonna-plasters,  and  twenty-five 
mustard-plasters  from  Blyton,  Astley  &  Co.,  wholesale 
chemists,  Gordon  Street,  Broughton,  Manchester,  was  dis- 
charged, the  police  having  nothing  against  her  previously. 


Chesterfield  Analyst. — The  Chesterfield  Town  Council 
had  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Scott-Smith,  Sheffield,  the 
borough  analyst,  asking  the  Council,  owing  to  his  illness, 
to  appoint  Mr.  John  Evans,  Ph.C,  his  partner,  as  joint 
analyst.  It  was  reported  at  the  meeting  on  May  11  that 
Mr.  Scott-Smith  had  withdrawn  his  letter.  In  consequence 
of  this  withdrawal  the  Corporation  will  probably  not  ask 
the  Local  Government  Board  to  sanction  the  appointment 
of  the  Derbyshire  county  analyst  in  the  place  of  Mr.  Scott- 
Smith.  The  Rotherham  Corporation  have  already  decided 
to  appoint  Mr.  Evans  as  joint  analyst,  at  the  request  of 
Mr.  Scott-Smith. 

Poisoning  Cases. — Reports  of  four  deaths  from  poisons 
have  been  received  since  our  last  issue.  A  child  in  Islington 
Infirmary  swallowed  some  creosote  during  the  temporary 
absence  of  her  nurse.  A  fireman  died  and  five  others  were 
seriously  affected  as  a  result  of  inhaling  nitric-acid*  fumes 
while  attending  a  fire  at  the  premises  of  the  Grant  Engraving 
Co.,  Bridewell  Place,  London,  on  May  6.  At  the  inquest  on 
the  dead  fireman  on  May  12,  medical  evidence  was  given  to 
the  effect  that  nitric-acid  fumes  are  more  dangerous  than 
is  commonly  supposed,  and  the  'post-mortem  examination 
revealed  that  the  valves  of  the  heart  suffer  for  a  time. 
A  verdict  of  accidental  death  was  returned.  The  other 
poisons  (laudanum  and  an  unknown  poison)  were  used  for 
suicidal  purposes. 

Poisonous  Plants  of  Britain. — At  the  first  summer  meet- 
ing of  the  Ashmolean  Natural  History  Society  of  Oxford- 
shire on  April  27,  the  President  (Mr.  G.  Claridge  Druce, 
M.A.,  F.L.S.,  Ph.C.)  delivered  an  interesting  and  instruc- 
tive lecture  on  "The  Poisonous  Plants  of  Britain,"  in  the 
course  of  which  he  stated  that  among  over  2,000  British 
plants,  about  fifty  are  poisonous,  and  of  these  only  about 
half  a  dozen  are  deadly  poisons.  The  lecturer  enumerated 
the  more  important  of  these,  and  laid  special  stress  upon 
the  fact  that  Aconitum  Na/pellus  is  the  most  poisonous  plant 
we  possess  in  our  British  flora.  He  advised  that,  if  poison- 
ing from  any  of  our  native  plants  took  place,  medical 
aid  should  at  once  be  summoned,  and  in  the  interval  before 
the  doctor's  arrival  an  emetic  of  mustard  and  water  should 
be  given.

Surgeon  Edward  Lapper,  Dublin,  has  resigned  the  post 
of  analyst  to  the  New  Ross  Guardians,  the  salary  for 
which  is  24?.  per  annum.

Mr.  R.  F.  Blake,  Belfast,  analyst  for  drugs  to  the 
Navan  Board  of  Guardians,  has  intimated  that  his  fee 
after  June  1  would  be  increased  to  6s.  per  sample,  owing 
to  the  enhanced  cost  of  apparatus  and  chemicals.  The 
Guardians  replied  that  they  were  not  willing  to  grant  the 
increase. 

The  Committee  of  the  Ulster  Drug-trade  Association 
issued  a  circular,  recommending  that  as  far  as  possible  all 
pharmaceutical  chemists  and  chemists  and  druggists 
should  close  their  premises  from  one  to  six  o'clock  on 
Saturday  afternoon,  May  8,  in  consequence  of  the  review 
of  the  Ulster  Division  of  Kitchener's  Army.  The  recom- 
mendation was  carried  out  by  most  of  the  members. 

At  Londonderry  last  week,  when  a  man  was  charged 
with  drunkenness  from  methylated  spirit.  Mr.  James 
McLaughlin,  J. P.,  said  this  drinking  of  methylated 
spirit  is  the  curse  of  the  town.  Inspector  Ryan  said 
that  ether-drinking  had  been  largely  stopped  by  the 
placing  of  ether  on  the  list  of  poisons,  and  a  similar 
course  might  be  effective  in  dealing  with  methylated 
spirit.    A  fine  of  10s.  6d.  was  ordered.

Cape  Province. 

Plague. — The  appearance  of  cases  of  bubonic  plague  at 
Port  Elizabeth  has  raised  the  question  of  a  campaign  for 
exterminating  rats,  these  vermin  being'  the  most'  active 
agents  in  the  dissemination  of  bubonic  plague.  A  statement 
was  made  in  the  House  regarding  the  outbreak  of  plague 
in  July,  from  which  it  appears  that  some  delay  occurred 
in  obtaining  a  definite  diagnosis.  Since  then  there  have 
been  sixty-live  cases  and  forty-eight  deaths,  six  of  the 
victims  being  Europeans.  Everything  possible  is  being 
done  to  isolate  cases  as  they  occur,  and  natives  moving  from 
infected  districts  are  medically  examined  before  leaving.

Trade  Law. 

Advertising-  a  Patent  Medicine.— Lords  Justices  Eady, 
Phillimore,  and  Bankes,  in  the  Court  of  Appeal  on 
May  10,  allowed  the  interlocutory  appeal  of  the  defendant 
in  the  action  of  Haasenstein  &  Vogler,  Ltd.,  v.  Sanalak, 
Ltd.,  from  an  order  of  Mr,  Justice  Ridley.  The  claim  of 
the  plaintiffs,  who  are  advertisement  contractors,  against 
the  defendant,  the  owner  of  a  patent  medicine,  was  for 
advertisements  inserted  on  his  behalf  and  to  his  order. 
The  defendant  had  been  refused  unconditional  leave  to 
appeal,  but  Mr.  Justice  Ridley  had  awarded  the  plaintiffs 
upwards  of  500?.,  under  Order  14,  money  due  in  respect 
of  money  paid  in  Switzerland  and  Russia,  but  gave 
leave  to  defend  on  a  larger  sum  in  respect  of  advertise- 
ments in  Germany. 

Stoops  Act  and  Dental  Assistants. -The  London 
County  Council  summoned,  before  Mr.  Mead,  the  Marl- 
borough Street  Police  Court  Magistrate,  on  May  7,  William 
Williams,  who  carries  on  an  American  dental  establish- 
ment in  Oxford  Street,  W.,  for  contravening  the  Shops  Act, 
1912,  by  not  allowing  four  employes  the  usual  half-holiday 
once  a  week.  For  the  defendant  it  was  contended  that 
dental  establishments  do  not  come  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Shops  Act,  and  although,  on  behalf  of  the  London  County 
Council,  the  reply  was  made  that  doctors  who  own  dispen- 
saries aro  liable  to  prosecution,  the  Magistrate  held  that 
the  defendant  was  carrying  on  a  profession,  and  not  a 
trade  or  business  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  and  dis- 
missed the  summons,  with  five  guineas  costs. 

lactic  .Acid  In  Brewing-.— A  petition  to  revoke  a  patent 
granted  to  Mr.  Albert  Eustace  Berry  and  A.  Boake,  Roberts 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists,  Stratford,  E.,  for  the 
use  of  lactic  acid  in  improvements  relating  to  the  treat- 
ment of  brewing  liquor,  was  before  Mr.  Justice  Sargent  in 
the  Chancery  Division  on  May  10.  The  petitioners  were 
Murphy  &  Lonsdale,  Queen  Square,  Leeds,  chemical-manu- 
facturers, and  the  respondents  had  agreed  to  the  revocation, 
but  applied  to  his  Lordship  to  deprive  the  petitioners  of 
their  costs  on  the  ground  that  they  had  refused  informa- 
tion as  to  their  contention  that  the  patent  was  bad  because 
lactic  acid  had  been  used  before  the  specification  was  pub- 
lished and  was  well  known  to  the  brewing-trade,  and 
that  they  had  not  treated  the  respondents  fairly.  His  Lord- 
ship, after  hearing  both  sides,  said  he  saw  no  reason  for 
departing  from  the  usual  practice,  and  he  directed  that 
the  petitioners  should  have  their  costs.  He  made  an  order 
by  consent  for  the  revocation  of  the  patent. 

Garnlsheelng  an  Insurance  Committee.— In  the  Bow 
County  Court,  before  Judge  Smyly,  K.C.,  on  May  12,  C.  J. 
Hewlett  &  Son,  Ltd.,  40  Charlotte  Street,  E.G.,  wholesale 
druggists,  asked  for  a  garnishee  order  against  the  Clerk 
of  the  West  Ham  Insurance  Committee  in  respect  of  a 
judgment  they  had  against  Dr.  Jamieson,  West  Ham,  for 
8?.  5s.  9f7,.  for  drugs  supplied.  Mr.  A.  A.  Robinson,  who 
appeared  for  Messrs.  Hewlett,  said  the  Clerk  to  the  Com- 
mittee had  informed  them  that  the  medical  fees  to  the 
doctors  bad  not  been  made  up,  so  they  could  not  say  what 
was  due  to  the  doctor,  and  could  not  hazard  a  guess.  Mr. 
Robinson  submitted  they  were  entitled  to  garnishee  the 
amount,  whatever  it  was.  Dr.  Jamieson  said  if  it  was  done 
he  was  a  ruined  man,  as  he  was  in  a  working-class  district, 
where  he  had  agreed  to  attend  the  poor  for  nothing  during 
the  war.  He  also  argued  that  his  money  was  wages  from, 
the  Government  for  work  done.  He  offered  to  pay  at  5s. 
a  month.  Judge  Smyly  said  if  he  did  not  make  the  order 
in  this  case,  someone  else  would  take  up  the  garnishee,  and 
he  would  bo  just  as  badly  off.  He  understood  there  was 
another  garnishee  to  be  heard  on  June  2,  and  accordingly 
made  the  order  asked  for. 

Other  People's  Bottles.— An  action  has  been  raised  in 
Edinburgh  Sheriff  Court  by  R.  &  G.  Hay,  beer-bottlers, 
Edinburgh,  against  Alexander  F.  Dawson,  chemist  and 
druggist,  14  Deanhaugh  Street,  Edinburgh,  for  an  interdict 
to  prevent  him  filling  black  pint  bottles  belonging  to  them 
and  embossed  with  their  name  with  disinfecting-fluid  when 
such  bottles  are  tendered  to  him  over  the  counter  by  his 
customers,  on  the  ground  that  it  is  an  illegal  act.  The 
defender  denies  that  any  of  his  customers  ever  asked  him 
to  do  this,  or  that  he  ever  did  it  on  their  request,  with  the 
exception  of  four  instances,  when  the  pursuers  sent  a  man 
with  one  of  their  bottles  so  to  be  filled,  and  defender 
filled  the  bottle  with  2  dr.  of  permanganate  of  potash 
dissolved  in  12  oz.  of  water,  labelling  it  "Poison." 
The  defender  also  submits  that  it  is  quite  common  for 
people,  when  they  want  medicines  or  disinfectants,  to  bring 
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their  own  bottles  or  vessels  to  enable  them  to  carry  away 
their  purchases  in,  and  that  he  has  no  means  of  telling 
what  right  or  title  the  person  presenting  the  bottle  or 
vessel  has  to  it,  and  denies  that  there  is  any  duty  upon 
him  to  act  as  a  spy  or  private  detective  upon  the  people 
to  whom  the  pursuers  lend  their  bottles.  The  case  has  been 
sent  to  the  Debate  Roll  for  discussion  before  Sheriff  Guy. 

Stevens'  Consumption-cure.— The  Court  of  Appeal  on 
May  7  dismissed  the  appeal  of  Mr.  Stevens  from  the 
judgment  against  him  in  his  libel  action,  to  which  the 
British  Medical  Association  were  defendants.  In  the  course 
of  his  judgment,  Lord  Justice  Svvinfen-Eady  said  the  defence 
of  fair  comment  would  extend  to  and  protect  the  defendants, 
even  where  the  words  were  defamatory  of  an  individual. 
That  had  been  decided  in  the  House  of  Lords.  The  plain- 
tiff's point  of  law  here,  therefore,  was  not  well  founded. 
This  was  a  matter  of  public  interest  in  which  the  right 
of  comment  obtained.  It  was  a  case  in  which  the  plaintiff 
publicly  advertised  a  cure  for  consumption.,  which  he  repre- 
sented as  a  positive  cure,  and  therefore  it  was  a  matter 
of  grave  public  concern,  as  well  as  public  interest,  in  which 
a  free  right  of  comment  obtained.  Upon  the  facts  truly 
stated  the  question  arose  whether  the  comment  was  fair, 
and  such  as  a  jury  of  reasonable  men  could  find  was  fair 
comment.  _  The  learned  Judge  in  the  court  below  left  the 
matter  quite  clear  to  the  jury,  and  no  complaint  could  be 
made  of  the  summing-up.  On  the  contrary,  the  Judge  gave 
the  jury  a  full  explanation  of  their  duties.  The  jury  had 
all  the  evidence  before  them,  and  the  Judge  nut  the  matter 
most  fairly  for  both  sides.  The  jury  found  the  matter  was 
not  libellous,  and  was  fair  comment.  Under  those  circum- 
stances it  seemed  to  him  that  the  plea  that  the  verdict 
was  against  the  weight  of  evidence  could  not  stand.  There 
had  been  no  misdirection  by  the  Judge,  and,  so  far  as 
regarded  the  allegation  of  the  improper  rejection  of 
evidence,  that  failed.  No  proper  evidence  tendered  had 
been  rejected.  The  trial  was  fairly  and  fully  conducted,  the 
Judge  gave  an  excellent  summing-up,  and  he  was  unable 
to  see  that  the  plaintiff  had  anything  to  complain  of,  and 
the  appeal  should  be  dismissed,  with  costs.  Lords  Justices 
Phillimore  and  Bankes  concurred. 

An  Order  to  a  German  Firm. -In  the  City  of  London 
Court  on  May  6,  before  Mr.  Registrar  Wild,  a  claim  was 
made  by  A.  A.  Foore  &  Co.,  122  Newgate  Street,  against 
Mr.  J.  T.  Coleman,  V.S.,  Newington  Butts,  for  1/.  19s.  6d. 
for  goods  supplied.  The  defendant  said  he  refused  to  pay 
the  account  because  it  was  owing  to  a  German  firm.  Mr. 
Foore.  in  evidence,  stated  that  he  was  a  member  of  the 
plaintiff  firm,  and  he  took  the  order  for  the  goods  in  ques- 
tion on  his  own  behalf.  Some  of  the  goods  were  supplied 
by  the  plaintiffs  on  their  own  behalf,  and  statements  were 
sent  to  the  defendant  in  their  name.  The  defendant  had 
acknowledged  that  the  articles  supplied  were  correct.  State- 
ments were  repeatedly  sent  in  in  1913.  The  defendant  said 
that  the  order  was  given  to  the  firm  of  Augener.  of  Berlin. 
One  of  the  articles  supplied  was  a  special  surgical  instru- 
ment, and  he  had  sent  a  sketch  to  Augener,  of  Berlin. 
This  was  sent  bv  Augener  to  the  plaintiffs  because  the 
German  firm  did  not  quite  understand  the  arrangement 
of  the  article,  and  the  plaintiffs  came  for  further  instruc- 
tions. These  were  given  to  the  plaintiffs,  who  transmitted 
them  to  the  Berlin  firm.  In  answer  to'  the  Registrar,  Mr. 
Foore  said  he  had  obtained  the  goods  from  Augener,  of 
Berlin.  He  had  acted  as  agent  for  them  but  all  goods 
were  invoiced  in  plaintiffs'  name.  The  Registrar,  in  giving 
judgment,  said  the  evidence  was  to  the  effect  that  he  sent 
the  order  to  Berlin.  He  (the  Registrar)  did  not  know 
whether  the  plaintiffs  were  agents  or  not.  The  Berlin  firm 
had  corresponded  with  them,  and  thev  called  upon  the  defen- 
dant._  There  was  some  discussion  about  the  order  but  no 
substitution  of  the  plaintiffs  for  the  Berlin  firm.  As  to  the 
balance  of  the  account  for  items  of  5s.  and  9s.  6d  thev 
had  been  bought  direct  from  the  plaintiffs,  and  the  defendant 
must  pay  for  them.  He  gave  judgment  for  the  plaintiffs 
for  14s.  M.,  but  as  to  the  item  of  11.  5s  for  the  article 
ordered  from  Augener  direct,  the  plaintiffs  could  not  sue- 
ceed  upon  that.  The  Plaintiff :  The  order  was  not  given  to 
Augener.  The  Registrar:  It  is  no  use  vour  talking  any 
longer;  I  have  listened  to  all  you  have  had  to  say. 

Wool-fat.— The  annual  production  of  wool-grease  in 
Bradford  is  about  5.500  tons.  On  the  average  100  lb  of 
raw  wool  yields  18  lb.  to  20  lb.  of  grease,  and  the  amount  of 
potash  naturally  accompanying  this  is  5  lb.  to  6  lb.— Mr 
C.  O.  Cresswell. 

Goods  will  never  be  bought  purelv  because  they  are 
British,  and  I  do  not  altogether  think  that  they  should 
be  bought  for  that  reason.  Perhaps  it  is  best  to  continue  to 
buy  the  best  and  the  cheapest  article,  no  matter  its  source  — 
Mr.  Tatlock.

The  Opium  Convention. 
Sir  Edward  Grey  has  intimated .  that  it  is  impracticable 
at   the  present  time  to  take  any  further  action  beyond 
depositing  the  ratifications  of  the  signatures  of  the  British 
delegates. to  the  third  International  Opium  Conference. 

Medical  Research  Committee. 
Mr.  Montagu  announced  on  Tuesday  that  a  full  report 
of  the  work  of  the  Medical  Research  Committee  since  its 
inception  (including  its  recent  work,  in  connection  with  the 
war)  is  already  being  compiled  by  the  Committee,  and  will 
.be  laid  upon  the  table  in  due  course.  In  the  meantime  a 
White  Paper  is  being  prepared,  and  will  be  presented  in  a 
few  days,  summarising  the  work  done  in  connection  with 
the  war. 

Insurance  Act  Dispensing. 
The  following  questions  have  been  put  to  Mr.  Montagu 
this  week : 

By  Mr.  Snowden :  -  Whether  he  has  received  a  resolution 
passed  by  the  Blackburn  Insurance  Committee  appreciating 
the  action  proposed  to  be  taken  by  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioners respecting  the  deficits  in  the  Drug  Funds  of  the 
various  overspent  Insurance  Committees  for  the  year  1913, 
and  expressing  the  desire  that  a  Departmental  Committee 
be  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  causes  of  and  remedies  for 
the  continuing  deficiencies  in  the  Drug  Fund  in  Insurance 
areas,  and  for  an  amendment  of  Article  40  of  the  Medical 
Benefit  Regulations;  and  if  it  is  intended  to  carry  out 
these  suggestions. — Mr.  Montagu  said  the  answer  to  the  first 
part  of  the  question  was  in  the  affirmative.  In  regard  to  the 
last  part,  the  cost  of  the  supply  of  drugs  under  the  Insurance 
Acts  is  at  present  the  subject  of  inquiry  by  a  Departmental 
Cofnmittee  specially  appointed  for  the  purpose.  Before 
taking_  action  in  the  matter  he  must  await  the  report  of  the 
Committee. 

Mr.  Glyn- Jones:  Arising  out  of  that  answer,  I  should  like 
to  ask  the  right  hon.  gentleman  whether  he  has  made 
inquiries  as  to  whether  these  deficits  are  likely  to  be 
increased  by  reason  of  the  new  proposed  method  of  taxing 
alcohol,  and,  if  he  does  so  find  that  to  be  the  case,  whether 
he  will  approach  the  Treasury  to  see  whether  the  result 
cannot  be  obviated. 

Mr.  Montagu  :  I  am  considering  that  question,  and  will 
keep  a  watch  on  the  subject. 

By  Lord  Robert  Cecil:  Whether  his  attention  had  been 
called  to  the  case  of  Mrs.  Andrews,  39  Ben  Jonson  Road, 
Stepney,  E.,  whose  late  husband  supplied  drugs  under  the 
National  Insurance  Act,  and  to  whom,  when  he  died  in 
January  last,  about  100?.  was  due;  whether  he  is  aware 
that  Mrs.  Andrews  has  been  unable  to  obtain  payment  of 
this  sum  or  any  part  of  it,  and  has  thereby  been  placed 
m  a  difficult  position ;  and  whether  the  Government  propose 
to  take  any  steps  to  remedy  this  injustice. 

The  answer  has  not  been  received  up  to  the  time  of  going 
to  press. 


Respirators  for  the  Troops. 
Mr.  Tennant  informed  Colonel  White  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  May  6  that  a  new  form  of  respirator  has  been 
tried  to  counteract  the  effect  of  asphyxiating  gases,  the 
cotton-waste,  which  is  saturated  with  a  solution  of  car- 
bonate and  hyposulphite  of  soda,  being  held  in  place  by 
a  veil.  Dr.  Haldane  has  again  gone  to  the  Front  to  con- 
duct experiments  with  these  various  materials  and  methods. 
Another  suggestion  had  been  the  use  of  a  sort  of  fisherman's- 
helmet,  with  talc  spaces  for  the  eyes,  the  cotton-waste 
inside  being  saturated  with  the  same  solution.. 

Artificial  Limbs  for  the  Wounded. 
Mr.  Tennant  announced  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
May  6  that  arrangements  have  been  in  existence  for  many 
years  whereby  a  soldier  who,  while  serving,  has.  lost  ai 
limb  in  consequence  of  disease  or  injury,  is  provided  with 
an  artificial  limb  at  the  public  expense  The  authorities 
of  the  Royal  Hospital  at  Chelsea  arrange  for  the  supply 
of  artificial  limbs  to  such  soldiers. 

The  Export  of  Yeast. 

Mr.  Bigland  asked  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
in  the  House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday  whether,  since  the 
export  of  barm  from  this  country  was  prohibited,  any  per- 
mits had  been  -given  for  shipments  from  Liverpool  to 
Denmark  and  Sweden,  and,  if  so,  what  exceptional  circum- 
stances have  arisen  to  warrant  the  issue  of  such  permits. — 
Mr.  Acland  replied  that  he  assumed  the  hon.  member's 
question  had  reference  to  yeast,  brewers'  dried,  the  export 
of  which  is  prohibited  to  all  destinations.  He  is  informed 
that  no  licences  have  been  issued  for  shipments  from  Liver- 
pool to  Denmark  and  Sweden. 

British  Dyes.  Ltd. 

Members  still  keep  asking  Ministers  questions  about  this 
company,  and  the  answers  are  all  substantially  to  the.  same 
effect — it  is  not  a  Government  Department.  Sir  F.  Cawley 
asked  whether  any :  arrangement  has  been  made  between 
British  Dyes,  Ltd.,  and  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry. — 
The  Deputy-Speaker  said  that  did  not  arise  from  previous 
questions. - 

Several  further  questions  were  addressed  to  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  Tuesday.  Mr.  Runciman 
said  the  whole  question  of  Government  assistance  to  scientific 
research  for  the  benefit  of  British  industry  is  at  present 
receiving  careful  consideration.  He  was  unable  to  state  how 
much  the  present  subscriptions- to  British  Dyes,  Ltd.,  exceed 
the  amount  of  the  approved  subscriptions  on  the  date  when, 
the  directors  declined  to  go  to  allotment,  but  he  had  no 
doubt  that  they  satisfied  themselves  as  to  their  ability  "to 
carry  out  the  objects  of  the  company  before  deciding  to  go 
to  allotment. 

Mr.  Runciman  anounced  on  Wednesday  that  the  subject 
of  discussion  with  the  Swiss  dye  firms  at  the  interview  at 
the  Board  of  Trade  was  the  supply  of  Swiss  dyes.  The 
chairman  of  the  company  was  not  present.  No  distinction 
was  made  between  dye  users  who  have  not  subscribed  to  the 
new  company  and  those  who  have. 

Immature  Spirits  (Restriction)  Bill. 

Position  of  Chemists. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday,  May  11,  under 
the  ten  minutes'  rule,  the  Attorney-General  (Sir  John 
Simon)  introduced  a  Bill  to  restrict  the  supply  and  _  sale  of 
immature  spirits.  He  said  the  Bill,  together  with  the 
Defence  of  the  Realm  (No.  3)  Bill,  is  the  outcome  of  the 
consultations  which  have  recently  taken  place  on  the  subject. 
[The  principal  clause  of  the  Bill  is  printed  on  p.  47 
of  this  issue.]  The  learned  gentleman  explained  that 
it  was  proposed  to-  provide  that  during  the  next  twelve 
months  spirit  may  be  taken  out  of  the  warehouses  as 
soon  as  it  is  two  years-  old,  although,  in  order  to  equalise 
the  position  between  such  spirits  and  others  which  have 
been  kept  in  the  warehouses  for  three  years,  there  must  be 
a  small  duty  of  Is.  per  gal.  in  order  that  the.  two  things 
may  stand  in  the  market  on  the  same  level.  There  will  be 
exceptions  in  the  case  of  spirit  used  for  industrial  purposes, 
also  in  the  case  of  spirits  delivered  to  licensed  rectifiers 
for  making  gin,  and  to  manufacturing  chemists,  and  also 
to  manufacturers  of  perfumes  for  use  in  their  manufactures. 
In  order  to  equalise  matters  between  new  spirits  and 
three-year-old  spirits,  it  is  proposed  to  put  a  small  duty 
of  Is.  bd.  on  the  spirits  taken  out  before  they  are  two  years 
old,  in  order,  as  he  had  stated,  to  keep  the  balance  even. 
The  other  provisions  of  the  Bill  were  mentioned,  and  Sir 
John  added  that  the  Bill  is  not  founded  upon  any 
resolution  in  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  but  the 
surtax  of  Is.  and  Is.  6d.,  to  which  he  alluded,  will  be 
incorporated  in  the  Budget  for  the  present  year.  It  is 
proposed  to  take  on  Report  these  additional  duties  so  far 
as  wines  and  beers  are  concerned,  and  negative  them  by 
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consent  so  that  the  situation  may  be  restored  to  what 
existed '  ten  days  ago.  As  regards  the  double  taxes  cm 
spirits  it  will  be  necessary  to  keep  that  duty  alive  until 
the  present  Bill  lias  become  law,  otherwise  a  great  quan- 
tity of  raw  spirits  would  be  taken  out  of  bond,  and  the 
prohibition  now  imposed  would  become  ineffective  for  a 
long  time.  , 

Mr.  Ronald  McNeill,  M.P.,  having  indicated  the  opposi- 
tion which  the  Government  were  likely  to  face,  the  Bill 
was  brought  in  and  read  a  first  time. 

Further  Discussion 
on  the  proposals  arose  in  the  House  on  Wednesday  even- 
ing first  in  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  then  on  the 
motion  for  the  Second.  Reading  of  the  Bill.  In  the  first 
instance  the  motion  as  to  the  tea-'duty  was  before  the  Com- 
mittee. Upon  that  Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain  informed  the 
Government  that  the  proposed  surtax  would  be  unjust  to 
Irish  distillers  who  use  the  patent  still,  the  resulting  spirit 
going  straight  into  consumption.  Mr.  Lloyd  George  s  reply 
indicated  a  possibility  of  meeting  the  objection,  and  after 
Sir  Edward  Carson  and  Mr.  Bonar  Law  had  spoken,  the 
Chancellor  appealed  to  the  House  to  go  on  with- the  motion, 
whereupon  the  member  for  Stepney  spoke  as  follows : 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones :  No  one  will  be  more  anxious  to  respond 
to  the  appeal  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  than 
myself,  but  I  do  want  to  point  out  that  apparently  we  dis- 
cussed these  matters  as  if  alcohol  and  whisky  were  synony- 
mous terms,  and  as  if  when  dealing  with  alcohol  you  are 
dealing  with  whisky.  It  would  not  have  occurred  to  me 
to  have  raised  the  question  at  this  particular  point  but  for 
the  fact  that  right  hon.  gentlemen  on  the  Front  Opposition 
Bench,  in  the  interests  of  two  great  distillers,  have  thought 
it  wise  to  •  raise  it.  They  are  old  Parliamentarians,  and 
I  cannot  help  thinking  as  a  youngster  that  there  is  some 
reason  for  their  doing  so.  I  do  not  apologise  for  a  moment 
to  the  House  for  taking  their  minds  from  the  great  dis- 
tilling interests  and  the  interests  of  those  who  supply 
alcohol  for  the  purposes  of  drink,  and  I  am  not  here  to 
ask  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  for  compensation  for 
any  interests  whatever.  But  I  am  here  to  point  out.  to  him 
something  which  has  evidently  escaped  his  attention,  and 
that  is  that  his  modified  proposals  do  affect  very  seriously 
the  position  of  medicine.  They  will  also  affect  the  Insurance 
scheme.  About  three  or  four  weeks  ago,  when  pharmacists 
learned  that  the  right  hon.  gentleman  contemplated,  making 
some  change  in  the  rates  of  alcohol,  they  asked  him  if.,  he 
would  be  good  enough  to  see  them.  I  am  not  complaining 
in  the  least  that  the  right  hon.  gentleman  himself  did  not 
see  them — of  course,  he  could  not  be  expected  to  do  so. 
He  referred  them,  however,  to  the  Customs  and  Excise 
Commissioners  by  whom  they  were  received.  [Here  there 
were  calls  to  order,  which  arose  from  the  fact  that  two 
members  were  leaning  over  the  front  bench  and  speaking 
to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer.  Other  members  re- 
sented this  diversion  of  the  Chancellor's  attention  from 
the  remarks  of  the  member  for  Stepney.]  I  am  not 
talking  about  whisky.  I  am  talking  about  medicine, 
which  is  a  irjatter  .of  interest  to  some  members  of  the 
House.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  must  be  inter- 
ested. The  Insurance  Commissioners  have  some  concern 
in  it,  although  other  hon.  members  do  not  appear  to  be 
interested.  I  wish  to  thank  the  right  hon. .  gentleman  Lor 
having  taken  into  consultation  those  who  are  in  a  position 
to  advise  the  Government  regarding  the  increased  cost  of 
medicine  owing  to  the  war.  But  they  heard  of  these  new 
proposals  for  the  first  time  this  morning,  and  I  want  to. 
ask  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  not  that  he  should  give 
compensation  to  anybody,  but  that  he  should  again  ask 
his  advisers  to  take  into  consultation  those  who  can  really 
help  in  this  matter.  They  are  not  out  for  compensation. 
Apparently  the  only  people  who  are  to  be  listened  to  are 
the  big  distillers  who  get  hold  of  the  Front  Opposition 
Bench,  and  through  them  barter  with  the  Chnneellor  of  the 
Exchequer  across  the  floor  of  the  House.  The  right  hon. 
gentleman  has  been  so  driven  by  this  enormous  interest 
that  he  has  not  had  time  to  consider  the  effect  of  his  pro- 
posals in  other  directions.  I  am  not  complaining  of  him 
at  all. 

Mr.  Lloyd  George :  In  our  new  proposals  we  do  not  pro- 
pose to  put  any  fresh  duty  on  medicines.  It  is  rather  our 
object  to  relieve  them  of  duty. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones:  I  have  read  very  carefully  the  Immature 
Spirits  Bill. 

Mr.  Lloyd  George :  There  is  nothing  about  medicine 
there. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones ;  We  were  told  last  night  that  certain 
exemptions  were  to  be  made  to  certain  people,  subject  to 
such  duties  as  Parliament  might  decide,  and  yesterday  the 
Attorney-General    distinctly    stated   that  immature  spirit 


would  be  obtainable  on  payment  of  a  duty  of  Is.  bd.  per 
proof  gallon.  I  am  perfectly  satisfied  that  the  right  hon. 
gentleman  and  his  advisers  do  not  really  understand  at 
this  moment  the  effect  of  that  proposal  on  medicinal  spirit, 
and  all  I  am  asking  is  that  his  advisers  should  consult  the 
authorities  in  the  country  on  the  effect  of  these  modified 
proposals.  I  venture  to  state  that  certain  proposals  in  the 
Bill  will  not  do,  and,  before  they  are  again  submitted  to 
the  House,  I  hope  the  right  hon.  gentleman's  advisers  will 
consult  those  who  are  best  able  to  give  information  as  to 
the  effect  of  them.  I  want  the  whole  of  these  questions,  in 
fact,  to  be  thrashed  out  by  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer's 
advisers  in  consultation  with  those  for  whom  I  am  speaking", 

The  Debate  Resumed. 
Here  the  matter  dropped  until  nine  o'clock,  when  the 
motion  for  the  second  reading  of  the  Immature  Spirits 
Bill  was  reached,  and  the  debate  was  begun  by  the  member 
I  for  Stepney,  who  recalled  what  he  had  said  earlier  in 
j  the  evening,  adding  :  The  object  of  this  Bill  has  nothing 
to  do  with  revenue.  Its  sole  object  is  to  restrict  the  supply 
of  immature  spirits,  and  it  proceeds  to  do  it  by 
the  operative  clause,  which  prohibits  the  delivery,  for 
home  consumption,  of  spirits  which  have  not  been  in  bond 
for  ,a  period  of  three  years.  But  to  that  clause  there 
are  exceptions,  and  certain  people  are  allowed  to  obtain 
immature  spirits  for  certain  purposes.  But  there  is  this 
significant  condition,  that  those  who  obtain  this  immature 
spirit  for  this  particular  purpose,  are  to  pay  a  duty,  I  agree 
now  only  a  modified  duty,  as  I  understood  the  Attorney- 
General  to  say  yesterday,  of  Is.  bd.  a  proof  gallon.  I  take 
it  that  the  Excise  authorities,  or  rather  the  Government, 
in  framing  this  Bill,  are  satisfied  that  immature  spirit  is 
not  only  permissible,  but  is  the  right  spirit  to  use  in  the 
manufacture  of  medicines  generally.  There  is  no  advantage 
in  inducing  the  manufacturer  of  medicine  to  use  mature 
spirit.  That  being  so,  I  cannot  understand  why  you  should 
say  to  the  person  who,  you  are  satisfied,  ought  to  be  allowed 
to  use  immature  spirit,  "You  shall  not  use  it  unless  you 
pay,  a  duty  of  Is.  bd."  I  am  told  that  the  object  of  im- 
posing this  duty  is  to,  what  is  called,  level,  up  the  price 
of  immature  spirit  to  that  of  mature  spirit.  _  From  the 
point  of  view  of  the  Exchequer  they  get  nothing  by  this 
Bill,  for  mature  spirit  can  only  be  more  expensive  than 
immature  spirit  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  it  has  got  to.be 
kept  in  bond,  and  that  there  are  charges  due  to  keeping 
it  in  bond  and  charges  due  to  the  interest  on  the  capital. 
I  cannot  understand,  and  perhaps  the  Attorney-General  will 
explain,  what  possible  reason  there  is  for  saying  that  im- 
mature spirit  should  not  have  an  advantage  in  price  over 
mature  spirit  for  the  making  of  medicines,  when  it  is  agreed 
that  immature  spirit  should  be  used  for  that  purpose. 

What  can  be. the  reason  of  saying,  "_  We  won't  let  you  buy 
immature  spirits  at  their  normal  price,  because  if  you  do 
you  will  not  use  mature  spirit  "  ?  If  the  Government  get  rid 
of  this  quite  unnecessary  and  foolish  extra  tax  upon  medicines 
and  upon  other  purposes  for  which  this  immature  spirit 
is  used,  they  will  at  the  same  time  rid  themselves  of  a  very 
large  number  of  difficulties  which  will  arise.  Supposing 
they  do  not,  then  it  means  that  no  one  can  obtain  spirits 
for  making  medicines  except  at  the  increased  cost  of  Is.  6(7. 
per  gallon  over  the  price  they  at  present  pay.  They  admit 
that  there  is  no  object  in  taxing  medicines  at  all ;  that  is 
agreed.  And  what  is  the  result?  The  Government  to-day 
are  responsible  for  providing  drugs  and  medicines  for  ten 
millions  of  the  population  through  their  Insurance  scheme. 
What  can  be  the  object  of  increasing  the  cost  of  that  ser- 
vice ?  The  result  of  this  tax  will  be  an  increase  of  4j(Z.  or 
bd.  per  lb.  on  tincture  medicines.  The  result  of  the  tax 
of  Is.  bd.  will  be,  by  the  time  it  reaches  the  retailer 
consumer,  an  increase  of  4JkL  or  bd.  per  lb.  It  is  an  abso- 
lutely meaningless  tax.  From  an  intimation  which  the 
Attorney-General  gives  me  it  appears  that  I  may  leave 
that  point,  but  no  indication  in  regard  to  it  has  been  given, 
and  I  may  be  forgiven,  perhaps,  if  I  thought  it  was 
necessary  to  raise  the  point. 

The  other  consideration  I  want  to  put  is  this :  The  Govern- 
ment have  got  to  decide  who  are  the  people  who  should  be 
allowed  to  use  immature  spirits,  and  they  have  tried  a 
classification  in  the  Bill,  and  they  say  that  licensed  rectifiers 
and  manufacturing  chemists  and  manufacturing  perfumers 
mav  use  immature  spirits.  Who  is  to  define  the  manufac- 
turing chemist  or  the  manufacturer  of  perfumes  ?  Any 
member  of  this  House  may  be  a  manufacturer  of  perfumes 
to-morrow  or  a  manufacturing  chemist,  and  these  are  the 
people  who  are  to  be  allowed  to  use  immature  spirits.  I 
would  like  to  see  this  matter  put  into  safe  hands,  and  it 
would  be  much  better  to  do  it  by  means  of  a  licence,  con- 
taining such  conditions  as  the  Customs  and.  Excise  may 
impose.  Let  them  have  the  power  to  grant  licences  to  the 
people  who  can  satisfy  the  Commissioners  that  they  havo 
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special  need  of  this  immature  spirit  for  special  purposes, 
and  let  the  conditions  of  the.  licence  tie  them  in  that  way. 
I-  am  a  little  puzzled  about  this:  The  first  clause  of  the 
Bill  says  that  no  British  or  foreign  spirits  shall  be  delivered 
for  home  consumption  unless  they  have  been  warehoused 
for  a  period  of  three  years._  The  definition  of  the  word 
"spirits"  is  very  wide.  Spirits  means,  according  to  the 
Bill,  as  it  seems  to  me,  spirits  of  any  description,  and 
includes  all  liquors  mixed  with  spirits  and  all  compounds 
mixed  with  spirits.  You  must  not  deliver  spirits  which 
have  not  been  warehoused  for  three  years,  and  they  then 
go  on  to  say  to  the  manufacturing  chemist,  "You  maj;  have 
immature  spirit  in  order  to  make  tinctures  with  spirit"; 
but,  if  I  understand  aright  the  Bill  as  now  drafted,  you 
tell  the  manufacturing  chemist  that  he  may  add  immature 
spirits  in  order  to  make  tinctures,  and,  when  he  has  made 
those  tinctures  with  spirits,  you  tell  him  that  he  may  not 
send  them  home  for  consumption  unless  they  have  been 
warehoused  for  three  years. 

I  do  not  know  whether  that  is  really  meant.  It  cannot  be 
meant.  I  have  tried  to  look  it  up  to  see  whether  "  delivered 
for  home  consumption"  has  some  special  meaning.  Who 
can  deny  that  if  a  publican  supplies  whisky  over  his 
counter  that  he  is  delivering  spirits  for  home  consumption  ? 
He  is  prohibited  from  doing  that  under  this  Bill.  I  am  not 
concerned  about  him,  or  whether  he  is  going  to  be  respon- 
sible, or  whether  it  is  intended  that  the  spirit  that  he 
sells  shall  have  been  warehoused  for  three  years.  But  when 
we  come  to  deal  with  the  special  exemptions  of  this  Bill, 
it  is  obviously  absurd  to  say  to  the  manufacturing  chemist, 
"  You  may  have  immature  spirits  to  make  your  spirituous 
medicines,  and  then,  having  made  them,  you  shall  not, 
under  the  Bill,  deliver  them  unless  you  put  them  into  ware- 
house for  three  years."  This  does  seem  to  me  a  point  which 
wants  clearing  up,  and  I  would  appeal  to  the  Attorney- 
General  not  to  rush  the  Committee  stage.  Pharmacists 
and  doctors  in  the  country  are  not  going  to  place  any 
difficulties  in  the  way  of  the  Government  in  trying  to  pre- 
vent raw  spirits  being  sold.  I  am  not  attempting  to  deal 
with  any  number  of  technicalities  which  I  can  assure  the 
House  arise  under  the  Bill,  and  I  hope  the  right  hon. 
gentleman  will  not  rush  the  Committee  stage  until  he  has 
consulted  his  advisers  on  these  points.  The  Government 
and  its  advisers  have  been  so  driven  by  another  interest, 
which  they  may  consider  the  biggest,  in  dealing  with  this 
matter,  that  I  think  they  have  forgotten  the  facts  bearing 
upon  this  other  very  important  interest  of  the  community, 
and  I  would  ask_  the  Attorney-General  not  to  take  the  Com- 
mittee _stage_  until  he  has  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  and 
•consulting  his  advisers. 

The  Attorney-General,  in  the  course  of  his  reply,  said 
-that  from  what  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  it  was  a  question 
whether  the  Bill  was  correctly  drafted.  He  had  looked 
through  the  Spirits  Act,  1880,  for  a  definition  of  whisky, 
but  could  find  none.  He  admitted  that  "  spirits  "  is  an 
embracive  term,  and,  speaking  more  directly  to  Mr.  Glyn- 
. Jones's  questions,  said,  as  to  the  first:  "Are  you  not,  by 
the  scheme  of  this  Bill,  proposing  to  put  an  additional 
tax,  and,  therefore,  in  all  probability,  an  additional  price, 
upon  medicines  and  other  compounds  made  by  manufac- 
turing chemists  for  the  purpose  of  healing?  "  If  that  were 
the  consequence  of  what  we  are  proposing  everybody  must 
admit  that  it  would  be  an  unfortunate  and  at  this  time 
a  disastrous  consequence.  Nothing  could  be  less  calcu- 
lated to  promote  the  effective  carrying  on  of  the  war  than 
that  we  should  do  anything  which  made  the  means  of  heal- 
ing and  curing  more  expensive  an<3  more  difficult  to  obtain. 
I  feel  sure,  he  continued,  that  I  may  repeat  in  the  presence 
of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  what  I  have  been  saying 
in_  his  absence.  I  said  it  was  no  part  of  our  intention  by 
this  scheme  by  increasing  the  tax  to  increase  the  price  of 
medicines  which  are  made  out  of  spirits.  The  equalising 
duties  of  Is.  6d,  or  Is.,  according  as  your  spirit  is  new  or 
is  one  vear  old,  does  not  apply  in  the  least  to  spirits  used 
for  medicine  purposes.  There  is  no  advantage  in  making 
medicines  out  of  mature  spirits.  Medicines  ought  to  be 
made  out  of  fresh  ingredients,  and  I  imagine  that  it  is 
just  as_  important  to  use  fresh  ingredients  if  the  ingredient 
is  spirit  as  if  it  is  any  other  drug  or  poison.  The  hon. 
member  said,  "  I  know  what  a  licensed  rectifier  is,  because 
he  is  a  rectifier  who  has  a  licence ;  but  what  is  a  manufac- 
turing chemist  or  a  manufacturer  of  perfume?"  I  think 
there,  again,  that  the  hon.  member  will  find  that  there  are 
words  in  the  Bill  which  really  have  a  bearing.  There  is  a 
provision  which  says : 

"Subject  to  the  rjayment  of  such  duties  as  Parliament 

may  determine,  and  to  compliance  with  such  conditions  as 

the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  may  impose." 
The  suggestion  which  he  made  that  it  might  be  desirable 
to  have  some  form"  of  licence  or  authority  or  certificate 


which  should  be  given  to  persons  who  really  were  manu- 
facturing chemists  is  a  very  practical  suggestion,  and  I 
shall  be  very  glad,  if  I  may,  to  confer  with  my  hon.  friend 
as  to  how  his  suggestion  might  be  carried  out.  ' 

Alcohol  in  Medicines. 
The  following  question  was  put  by  Mr.  W.  Thorne,  M.P., 
on  Monday : 

Whether  the  Chancellor  is  aware  that  the  following  articles 
will  be  taxed  extra  by  his  proposals,  as  follows :  Concen- 
trated waters,  addition  to  cost  2s.  bd.  per  lb. ;  decoctions, 
addition  to  cost  about  9d.  per  lb. ;  infusions,  addition  to 
cost  about  9d.  per  lb. ;  ipecacuanha-wine,  addition  to  cost 
Wd._  per  lb. ;  liniments,  according  to  strength  of  spirit, 
addition  to  cost  from  Is.  bd.  to  3s.  per  lb. ;  sweet  spirit 
of  nitre,  addition  to  cost  3s.  per  lb. ;  spirit  of  sal  volatile, 
addition  to  cost  2s.  per  lb. ;  tinctures  made  with  rectified 
spirits',  addition  to  cost  3s.  per  lb. ;  tinctures  made  with 
proof  spirits,  addition  to  cost  2s.  per  lb. ;  rectified  spirit  of 
wine,  addition  to  cost  24s.  per  gal.  ;  and  if  he  can  see  his 
way  to  have  them  exempted  from  the  extra  tax. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  replied  that  this  question 
does  not  now  arise.

The  Registrar-General's  Report 

on  poisoning  fatalities  in 
1913  is  a  sufficient  answer  to  what  Dr.  F.  W.  Waldo  says 
with  regard  to  the  sale  of  laudanum.  Out  of  a  total  of 
1,107  deaths  from  poison  in  the  year,  only  thirty-eight 
were  due  to  suicide  by  means  of  laudanum,  only  ten  to  its 
accidental  misuse.  During  the  same  period  seventy-seven 
suicides  were  due  to  prussic  acid  and  cyanide  of  potas- 
sium, which  are  in  Part  1  of  the  schedule,  and  eight  to 
negligence  with  these  substances.  It  thus  appears  that 
transference  to  Part  1  is  no  safeguard  from  wilful  misuse, 
and  a  very  poor  one  from  accident.  Moreover,  suicides 
by  laudanum  rank  only  fifth  in  the  list,  the  higher  places 
being  taken  by  hydrochloric,  oxalic,  and  caTbolie  acids 
and  cyanide  of  potassium.  Prussic  acid  is  but  very  little 
behind  laudanum  in  this  respect.  From  all  that  appears 
in  the  report  only  about  half  the  number  of  suicides  were 
due  to  substances  the  sale  of  which  is  confined  to  chemists. 
Let  as  many  restrictions  as  are  likely  to'  be  effective  be 
placed  on  the  sale  of  poisons,  but  it  is  hardly  fair  to 
single  out  the  chemist  as  responsible  for  their  misuse, 
seeing  that  he  has  no  monopoly  of  their  sale.  Nor  is  it 
reasonable  to  place  greater  restrictions  on  the  sale  of 
one  thing  than  another,  unless  it  is  more  liable  to  abuse. 
The  probability  is  that  the  increase  in  the  strength  of 
laudanum  will  occasion  more  deaths  by  accident  than  it 
will  prevent  from  suicide.  Dr.  Waldo  does  not  directly 
blame  us,  but  he  suggests  a  certain  carelessness  on  our 
part. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society 

is  justly  entitled  to  congratulate 
itself  upon  the  annual  report  of  the  Council.  The  most 
serious  criticism  of  the  Society  is  the  fact  that  for  so 
long  it  has  failed  to  attract  the  majority  of  pharmacists, 
and  the  progress  it  has  recently  made  is  the  best  answer 
to  its  critics.  The  progress  is  not  very  rapid,  nor  is 
there  any  reason  why  outside  criticism  should  cease.  The 
Society,  not  unnaturally,  resents  it,  though  it  cannot  be 
considered  impertinent,  since  all  pharmacists  contribute 
something  to  the  Society,  and  are  liable  to  be  affected 
by  its  action  ;  and  there  is  some  point  in  the  retort  that 
they  who  criticise  could  do  so  more  effectively  from  within 
than  from  without ;  but  even  outside  critics  have  their 
use.  The  great  obstacle  to  the  Society's  influence  is  not 
criticism  but  indifference,  and  this  is  not  confined  to  out- 
siders. Most  of  my  friends  in  the  trade  are  members, 
but,  until  the  Insurance  Act  woke  them  up,  few  or  none 
■of  them  took  any  interest  in  its  proceedings,  or  (if  I 
may  say  so)  even  read  its  official  organ.  The  increased 
membership  is  largely,  if  not  altogether,  due  to  the 
awakening  of  which  I  speak,  which  has  given  the  Society 
a  great  opportunity  to  show  its  capacity  for  looking  after 
our  practical  interests.  It  has  not  actually  accomplished 
very  much  as  yet,  but  it  has  done  what  it  could,  and  the 
prospect  is  certainly  brightening.  Local  organisation  has 
made  great  strides,  and  that  is  of  the  first  importance. 
It  only  requires  that  the  local  Associations  should  be  more 
directly  represented  on  the  Council — but  I  will  not  end 
on  a  note  of  criticism. 

In  the  War  against  Flies 

there  are  three  things  to  aim  at — 
to  prevent  their  breeding,  to  keep  them  out  of  our  houses, 
and  to  kill  them  if  they  get  in.  Of  these  three  the  first 
is  the  most,  the  last  the  least,  important.  The  objection 
to  the  ordinary  fly-paper,  whether  sticky  or  not,  is  that 
it  attracts  the  flies,  whereas  we  ought  rather  to  keep 
them  away  as  far  as  possible.  Many  means  have  been 
suggested  for  this  purpose,  none  of  which,  so  far  as  my 
experience  goes,  can  be  absolutely  relied  upon,  but  some 
of  them  are  worth  trying,  and  are  said  on  good  authority 


to  have  proved  useful.  I  have  found  personally  that  flies 
dislike  the  smell  of  certain  essential  oils,  and  particularly, 
I  think,  those  of  cajuput  and  thyme.  Burnt  storax,  too, 
is  said  to  drive  them  away,  and  pastilles  of  this  and  other 
gums  have  been  used  with  effect.  There  is,  I  am  afraid, 
no  truth  in  the  popular  notion  that  elder-leaves  will  keep 
them  off,  but  the  smell  of  elder,  if  strong  enough,  is 
not  agreeable  to  them.  It  is  held  that  oil  of  bays  will 
prevent  them  from  settling  on  cattle.  Powdered  alum 
has  been  recommended  to  be  used  as  borax  is,  and  is 
perhaps  worth  a  trial.  Above  all,  cleanliness  is  essential. 
Beelzebub  is  the  "lord  of  flies,"  or  fly-god,  and  it  is 
curious,  if  true,  as  some  of  our  older  philologists  say, 
that  the  first  element  in  the  original  form  of  his  name, 
Baal-zebub,  means  literally  sun-god,  that  in  the  later 
one  dung-god,  the  former  indicating  the  insect-breeding 
power  of  the  sun,  the  other  the  medium  in  which  insects 
are  bred.  Be  this  as  it  may,  there  is  a  hostelry  in  the 
Lahn  valley  of  which,  on  account  of  its  heat,  its  filth, 
and  its  flies,  I  shall  always  think  as  the  Hotel  Beelzebub, 
though  it  has  another  name  in  Baedeke'r. 

The  Dearth  of  Medical  Men 

furnishes  an  opportunity  to  many 
pharmacists  who  otherwise  might  not  be  in  a  position 
to  show  their  patriotism  in  this  national  crisis,  but  I 
fear  that  few  of  them  will  be  grateful  to  the  President 
and  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  the 
lead  they  have  given.  Nor  can  I  think  the  General  Medi- 
cal Council  will  be  grateful  either.  To  do  them  justice 
I  am  quite  sure  that  the  G.M.C.  will  gladly  rise  to  the> 
occasion,  if  the  matter  is  put  properly  before  them,  but 
,  surely  few  pharmacists  want  a  concession  that  their 
Preliminary  examination  will  only  be  accepted  pro  tanto, 
which  means  that  five  out  of  ten  eligible  men  may  have  to 
go  back  to  the  days  of  their  boyhood.  If  anything  is  to 
come  of  the  movement,  the  Preliminary  pro  tanto  part  of 
the  business  must  go,  and  the  Preliminary  Pharmaceutical 
examination  must  take  the  place  of  the  Medical  Pre- 
liminary pure  and  simple. 

One  of  the  First  Essentials 

is  that  no  more  time  should  bo 
spent  over  a  long  medical  curriculum  than  can  possibly 
be  avoided.  While  the  health  of  the  community  is  the 
first  consideration  and  no  man's  name  should  go  on  the 
medical  register  unless  he  is  thoroughly  to  be  trusted, 
which  involves  his  being  practically  qualified  to  carry 
out  the  work  of  the  medical  profession,  nevertheless  the 
occasion  is  an  emergency,  and  emergency  measures  are 
necessary  to  meet  it.  I  have  already  in  this  column 
drawn  attention  to  the  possibilities  for  pharmacists 
"  doing  their  bit,"  but  it  must  be  made  possible  for  them 
to  make  a  start,  which  they  never  can  do  on  the  pro  tanto 
Preliminary  basis.  My  idea  of  what  the  G.M.C.  might 
arrange  is  something  like  this.  Adopt  as  a  general  rule 
the  principle  that  the  length  of  the  medical  curriculum 
shall  be  based  on  the  regulations  in  force  when  the 
pharmacist  passed  his  Minor  examination.  Accept  every 
Minor  man  as  having  passed  the  Preliminary  examina- 
tion and  the  Professional  examinations  in  chemistry, 
physics,  biology,  and  materia  medica  and  pharmacy,  and 
strike  off  one  medical  year  from  the  curriculum  men- 
tioned above.  Roughly,  this  leaves  anatomy,  surgery, 
physiology,  pathology,  and  medicine,  with  two,  three,! 
or  four  years  to  do  them  in,  according  to  the  standard 
of  the  qualification  desired.  Further,  I  would  give  every 
candidate  the  option  of  sitting  for  an  examination  in  any 
of  these  five  subjects  without  further  study,  and  if  he  is 
competent  therein  a  further  portion  of  the  curriculum 
might  be  remitted.  If  some  such  scheme  as  this  were 
put  in  operation,  it  is  surprising  how  many  pharmacists 
would  at  once  step  into  the  breach.  The  concession 
would  be  worth  having,  and  the  scheme  would  ensure  a 
large  additional  supply  of  medical  men  in  whom  the 
public  would  have  confidence.

Editorial  Articles. 


Excellent  Trade  Returns. 

The  Board  of  Trade  Returns  for  April  continue  to  show 
British  export  and  import  trade  to  be  very  favourable. 
The  imports,  compared  with  April  1914,  were  12,051,458'. 
better,    the  total    reaching  the   extraordinary   sum  of 
73,768,288?.,  and  the  exports  of  British  produce  and  manu- 
factures  also    made    a   great   recovery   upon  previous 
months,  reaching  32,169,733?.,  a   decline   of  7,777,089/. 
upon  April  1914.      Re-exports  of  imported  goods  were 
worth  9,957,054/.,  a  decline  of  only  832,190?.  compared 
with  April  1914.    The  chief  feature  in  the  returns  is,  of 
course,  the  increased  imports  of  twelve  millions  sterling, 
of  which  amount  food,  drink,  and  tobacco  account  for 
7,584,900/.  and  raw  materials  5,970,908?.,  our  imports  of 
manufactured  goods  being  1,550,866?.  less  than  a  year  ago. 
A  considerable  proportion  of  the  advance  in  imports  of 
foodstuffs  is  due  to  higher  prices,  but  very  satisfactory 
quantities  are  being  received.    The  increase  in  imports  of 
raw  materials  is  almost  entirely  attributable  to  the  larger 
quantities  taken.    The  raw-cotton  imports  were  exc3ption- 
ally  large,  and,  in  spite  of  lower  prices,  there  was  an  in- 
crease in  values  of  2,626,425?.,  the  quantity  received  being 
3,280,000  centals,  or  more  than  double  last  year's  figure. 
There  was  also  a  large  increase  in  imports  of  oils,  oil- 
seeds, petroleum,   etc.,    the  total   being   4,757,127/.,  or 
1,380,444?.  more  than  in  April  1914.    Among  the  manu- 
factured goods,  chemicals  and  the  like  increased  upon  a 
year  ago  by  386,928/.  to  1,504,375'.    The  increases  in- 
cluded acetic  acid  by  10,052  cwt.,  brimstone  38,707  cwt.. 
quinine  and  quinine  salts  217,759  oz.,  tanning-extracts 
103,204?.,  miscellaneous  chemicals  109,654/.      The  dye- 
stuff     imports    fell    all    round,    including   aniline  and 
naphthaline  by  24,528  cwt.,  or  136,209?.;  alizarine  and 
anthracene  dyestuffs  by   4,600  cwt.,   or   21,258?.;  and 
synthetic  indigo  by  2,933  cwt.,  or  9,132?.    Some  of  the 
trade  movements  which  took  place  in  anticipation  of  new 
Budget  taxes  are   indicated  in  the  Returns.  Foreign 
spirits  were  cleared  for  home  consumption  in  the  first 
four  months  of  this  year  to  the  extent  of  3,343,132  proof 
gals.,  against  2,090,294  proof  gals,  in  the  same  period  of 
1914;  the  clearances  of  tea  increased  from  99g  million  lb. 
in  1914  to  132  million  lb.  in  1915,  and  tobacco  for  home 
use  increased  from  35  million  lb.  to  40^  million  lb.  On 
the  export  side,  there  is  a  small  decrease  of  305,000/.  in 
food,  drink,  and  tobacco,  and  in  raw  materials  the  shrink- 
age amounted  to  only  512,350?.    The  increase  of  335,650/. 
in  oilseeds,  fats,   etc.,  is  remarkable,  the  total  being 
691,096/.    Palm  and  linseed  oils  exported  to  the  Nether- 
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lands  exceeded  in  value  617,000/.,  but  this  trading  has 
now  been  stopped  to  a  large  extent.  In  manufactured 
goods,  which  fell  by  7,080,365?.  compared  with  April  1914, 
the  most  important  decreases  were  in  iron  and  steel  manu- 
factures 905,500/.,  machinery  1,420,000/.,  new  ships 
405,000/.,  and  cotton-  textiles  2,796,000/.  ii  Chemicals, 
drugs,  dyes,  and  colours  were  down  by  62,569/.,  and  stand 
at  1,990,166/.,  against  2,052,735/.  in  April  1914.  The 
exports  of  drugs  and  medicinal  preparations  continue  very 
satisfactory,  showing  an  increase  of  4,545/.,  and  a  total 
of  213,492/.  Quinine  business  has  been  expanding  of  late, 
156,173  pz.,  declared  as  of  British  make,  having  been 
shipped  abroad  last  month,  or  18,552  oz.  more  than  in 
April  1914.  We  are  now  releasing  more  "  coal-products 
not  dyes"  for  export  with  the  object  of  getting  back 
finished  products — e.g.,  aniline  oil  and  toluidine  exports 
were  373,317  lb.,  benzol  and  toluol  363,738  gals.,  carbolic 
acid  12,674  cwt.,  and  crude  coal-tar  6,077  cwt.  There 
was  a  remarkable  expansion  in  crude  glycerin  exports, 
which  amounted  to  2,650  cwt.  in  April  1914,  but  last 
month  were  34,278  cwt.,  or  31,628  cwt.  more;  but  dis- 
tilled fell  off  by  5,183  cwt.  to  9,076  cwt.  The  soda- 
compound  group  continues  to  do  well  on  the  whole, 
exports  exceeding  646,000  cwt.,  valued  at  171,590/.;  soda- 
ash  shipments  .  rose  from  272,930  cwt.  to  392,135  cwt.; 
caustic  soda  declined  from  130,687  cwt.  to  112,329  cwt.; 
and  s'altcake  from  64,884  cwt.  to  23,924  cwt.  A  "  stop  " 
has  been  put  on  the  exports  of  mercury,  and  permits  were 
granted  for  604  bottles  only  during  the  month.  The 
great  recovery  of  British  exports  last  month  is  the  more 
satisfactory  because  the  official  returns  do  not  include  the 
enormous  war  exports'  of  the  British  Government.  This 
is  shown  in  the  following  table,  representing  figures  for 
British  trade  sinoe  June  1914,  the  minus  and  plus  signs 
indicating  the  lower  or  higher  margins  between  the  total 
of  business'  done  in  the  months  specified  and  the  totals  of 
the  same  months  in  the  previous  year,  re-exports  not  being 
included  :

It  must,  of  course,  be  noted  that  higher  prices  have 

something  to  do  with  the  increases  shown,  especially  as 

regards  grain  and  flour.    Exports  of  manufactured  goods 

last  month  were  worth  24,400,000/.,  of  which  over  nine 

millions  sterling  were  yarn  and  textile  fabrics,  figures 

which  are  remarkable  in  the  abnormal  conditions  created 

by  a  world-wide  war.      They  go  to  prove  Mr..  Lloyd 

George's    statement  that  the   ordinary  business  of  the 

country  is  not  being  neglected. 


More  Spirit  Proposals. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Friday,  May  7,  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  announced  that  he  had 
arrived  at  an  agreement  with  the  representatives  of  the 
interests  involved  in  his  proposals  for  increasing  the 
duties  on  alcoholic  liquors,  the  result  being  that  the  new 
duties  on  spirits  are  to  be  cancelled,  and  the  duties  on 
beer  and  wine  withdrawn.      In  place  of  the  increased 


spirit-duties  it  is  proposed  to  prevent  the  consumption 
of  spirits  under  three  years  of  age.  On  Tuesday  of  this, 
week  the  Attorney-General  introduced  a  .  Bill  to  give 
effect  to  the  latter  proposal,  the  essential  part  of  which  is 
as  follows  : 

Restriction  on  delivery  for  the  purposes  of  home  consumption 
of  -immature  spirits. 

1. — (1)  No  British  or  foreign  spirits  shall  be  delivered  for 
home  consumption  unless  they  have  been  warehoused  for  a 
period  of  at  least  three  years :  Provided  that — 

(a)  This  restriction  shall  not  apply  to  spirits  delivered  foi- 
purposes  for  which  they  may  for  the  time  being  be  delivered  free 
of  duty ;  and 

(6)  subject  to  the  payment  of  such  duties  (if  any)  as  Parlia- 
ment may  determine,  and  to  compliance  with  such  conditions  as. 
the  Commissioners  '.of  Customs  and  Excise  rruay  impose,  this- 
restriction  shall  not  apply — 

(i)  to  spirits  delivered  to  a  licensed  rectifier,  to  a  manufacturing: 
chemist,  ot  to  a  manufacturer  of  perfumes,  for  use  in  their 
manufactures ;  or 

(ii)  to  spirits  delivered  for  scientific  purposes ;  or 

(iii)  to  imported  Geneva"  and.  perfumed  spirits,  and  foreign 
liqueurs ;  and 

(c)  subject  to  the- payment  of  such  duties  (if  any)  as  Parlia- 
ment, may  determine  and  to  compliance  with  such  conditions  as  the 
Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise"  may  impose,  this  restrietionr 
shall  not  apply  for  a  period  of  one  year  after  the  commencement 
of  this  Act — 

(1)  to  spirits  of  any  sort  delivered  for  home  consumption,  if 
they  have  been  Warehoused  for  a  period  of  at  least  two  years ;  or 

(n)  to  imported  rum  delivered  for  home  consumption,  if  it  has 
been  warehoused  for  a  period  of  at  least  nine  months;  and 

(d)  any  period  which,  in  the  case  of  imported  spirits  is  shown 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise- 

2  ?fle  ?laPfe?  between  the  dates  of  distillation  and  importation 
shall  be  treated  for  the  purpores  of  this  Act,  as  a  period  during 
which  the  spirits  have  been  warehoused. 

(2)  If  any  person  procures,  or  attempts  to  procure,  the 
delivery  of  spirits  in  contravention  of  this  Act,  or  acts  in 
contravention  of  or  fails  to  comply  with  any  conditions 
imposed  by  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  in 
pursuance  of  this  Act,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a  Customs  or 
Excise  penalty,  as  the  case  mav  be.  of  one  hundred  pounds  ■ 
and  any  spirits  m  respect,  of  which  the  offence  has  been 
committed  shall  bo  forfeited. 

When  introducing  the  Bill  the  Attorney-General  said 
(see  p.  43)  that  exemption  from  the  new  provisions,  save 
as  regards  the  surtax  of  l.s.  bd.  per  proof  gal.,  will  be 
extended  to  "  manufacturing  chemists,"  but  there  is  no 
definition  in  the  Bill  of  what  manufacturing  chemists 
may  be.  It  is  quite  obvious  that  without  such 
a  definition  so  as  to  include  those  engaged  in  the 
drug-trade  and  pharmacy,  whether  'manufacturing,  retail, 
or  wholesale,  a  quite  unnecessary  penalty  will  be  imposed 
upon  these  interests,  and  we  submit  that  there  is  no 
reason  for  it.  The  surtax  is  in  principle  a  counter- 
vailing duty  upon  intoxicating  liquors,  such  as  gin  and 
liqueurs,  prepared  from  immature  spirits,  which  would 
thus  be  cheaper  than  whisky  and  brandy  compulsorily  kept 
in  bond  for  at  least  three  years,  the  surtax  thus  being 
the  equivalent  of  the  loss  to  the  bonders  on  the  latter- 
spirit.  It  is  the  .  mere  accident  of  circumstances  that 
rectified  spirit  for  Industrial  and  medicinal' purposes  falls 
into  the  so-called  "immature"  class  of  spirits,  that  class 
being  in  the  Lloyd  George  sense  impure  spirits,  and 
the  object  of  bonding  or  maturing  them  is  that  the  im- 
purities, consisting  of  acids,  aldehydes,  and  ethers, 
should  be  allowed  to  change  into  other  aromatic  bodies 
that  are  difficult  to  define .  or  detect  chemically,  but 
which  brandy  and  whisky  drinkers  detect  by  flavour  arid 
action.  We  have  it  on  high  authority  that  the  "  next 
morning  headache  "  is  due  to  furfuraldehyde,  which  is 
found  in  old  whiskies  as  well  as  new,  and  we  also  know- 
that  when  the  Royal  Commission  took  evidence  in  regard 
to  compulsory  bonding  chemical  experts  did  not  con- 
vince the  Commission  that  new  and  old  spirits  can  be 
distinguished  by  chemical  means.  These  facts  have  an 
indirect  bearing  upon  the  pharmaceutical  question.  Raw 
and  new  spirits,  before  rectification,  are  rarely  used  in 
hemistry  and  pharmacy  unless  in  the  form  of  industrial 
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methylated  spirit.  The  British  Pharmacopoeia  prescribes 
rectified  spirit  because  it  is  freed  by  distillation  from  the 
impurities  which  are  essential  for  the  development  of  the 
whisky  flavour.  The  Government  proposals  as  they  stand 
are  prejudicial  to  medical  and  pharmaceutical  interests, 
and  we  are  glad,  therefore,  to  observe  how  effective  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  put  the  matter  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
Wednesday  evening  (see  pp.  43-44)  with  the  view  of  pro- 
tecting the  pharmaceutical  interests  involved.  Although 
these  interests  are  neither  politically  nor  otherwise  so 
powerful  as  the  liquor  interests  which  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer  had  to  agree  with,  they  are  none  the  less 
ethically  entitled  to  similar  consideration.  It  will  be 
observed  that  so  cogent  were  Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  arguments 
and  60  convincing  his  explanation  of  the  medical  and 
pharmaceutical  position  that  both  the  Chancellor  and  the 
Attorney- General  definitely  stated 'that  the  surtax  is  not 
intended  to  apply  to  spirit  for  medicinal  purposes.  There 
the  matter  should  end,  but  as  long  as  the  Bill  is  alive  the 
drug-trade  is  in  danger  of  having  to  pay  the  surtax.  It 
may  be  deaa,  however,  before  this  reaches  our  readers,  for 
from  indications  obtained  in  the  Lobby  of  the  House  we 
are  of  opinion  that  the  condition  insisted  upon  by  the 
Opposition— to  wit,  that  the  Irish  distillers  should  receive 
compensation— is  fatal  to  the  Bill,  so  that  it  will  be 
abandoned.  In  the  meantime  the  following  amendments 
conserving  chemists'  interests  have  been  notified  : 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones:  Clause  1,  page  L  line  5  after  "de- 
livered '  insert  "out  of  bond." 

Mr.  Rawlinson:  Clause  1,  page  1,  line  9,  after  "  per- 
iumes  insert  "  or  other  person  licensed  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Customs  and  Excise." 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones:  Clause  1,  page  1,  line  12,  leave  out  "to 
the  payment  of  such  duties,  if  any,  as  Parliament  may 
determine  and. 


During  the  operation  of  the  double  spirit-duty  a  certain 
quantity  was  withdrawn  from  bond  by  the  wholesale  trade, 
lhose  who  have  paid  the  double  duty  should  apply  to  the 
Customs  and  Excise  for  a  refund.  We  have  been  informed 
that  there  is  power  under  a  Finance  Act  for  repayment.

Mr.  J.  Ernest  Lane,  F.R.C.S.,  gives  particulars  of  four 
cases^m  which  were  used  (1)  Billon's  novarsenobenzol 
and  grey  oil  2  and  3)  kharsivan,  (4)  neo-salvarsan, 
novarsenobenzol,  kharsivan,  and  "  grey  oil  "  In  these 
tour  cases  untoward  symptoms,  chiefly  of  verv  severe 
dermatitis,  followed  No.  3  case  having  a  fatal  result.  In 
cases  Nos.  2  and 13,  in  which  only  British-made  salvarsan 
was  employed,  the  first  injections  produced  no  noticeable 
reaction,  and  second  injections  were  given  eight  days 
afterwards  The  dose  is  not  stated  in  No.  2,  but  in 
No.  3  0.6  gram  is  given  as  the  amount  of  the 
doses  administered.  Mr.  Lane  concludes  that  "substi- 
tutes for  salvarsan  differ  in  their  effects  so  far  from 
the  original,  preparations  as  to  necessitate  the  greatest 
care  in  their  employment,"  and  he  also  states  that  in

Dr.  David  Watson,  commenting  in  "The 
on  the  first  part  of  Mr.  Lane's  observations, 
calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  interval  between  the 
two  doses  in  case  2  .is  too  short  if  full  doses  are  em- 
ployed, and  warns  medical  men  that  in  criticising 
kharsivan  it  must  be  compared  only  with  salvarsan° 
and  not  with  neo-salvarsan,  both  kharsivan  and  salvar- 
san being  more  toxic  and  more  efficacious  than  neo- 
salvarsan.         He   then  states   that  he  has  had  ex- 


perience of  180  injections  of  kharsivan,  and  concludes 
that  the  immediate  and  remote  effects  differ  in  no  way 
from  those  of  salvarsan.  "  It  is  subject  to  exactly 
the  same  limitations  and  risks,  but  is  equally  beneficial 
in  promoting  the  healing  of  syphilitic  lesions."  It  is 
added  that  records  are  available  to  show  that  salvarsan 
is  not  less  toxic  than  kharsivan  in  similar  dosage.  Since 
the  above  was  written  further  correspondence  has  ap- 
peared in  "  The  Lancet."  The  most  important  is  a  com- 
munication from  Mr.  Charles  Gibbs,  F.R.C.S.,  and  Mr. 
Morna  Rawlins,  surgeon  and  house  surgeon  respectively 
at  the  Lock  Hospital,  in  which  a  careful  analysis  is 
given  of  cases  treated  with  kharsivan,  novarsenobenzol, 
"  billon,"  and  neo-kharsivan.  The  conclusion  arrived  at 
is,  "  Granted  that  the  distilled  water  is  satisfactory,  with 
a  good  technique  and  appropriate  dosage,  we  are  per- 
suaded that  the  British  and  French  chemists  have  over- 
come the  main  difficulties,  and  have  produced  drugs  of 
equal  utility  to  those  of  our  more  '  cultured  '  enemy."

Diethyl-barbiturio  acid.  Hypnotic. 
Trade-mark  :  No.  251242,  registered  in  1903  ("  No  claim 
for  'Verona'")  by  the  firm  of  E.  Merck,  Darmstadt, 
Germany.  In  October  1913  the  mark  was  transferred  to 
the  "  Farbenfabriken  vormals  Friedrich  Bayer  &  Co.  (a 
company  incorporated  according  to  the  laws  of  the  German 
Empire)  and  the  Bayer  Co.,  Ltd.,  trading  in  co-partner- 
ship, 66  Crutched  Friars  and  19  St.  Dunstan's  Hill, 
London. 

Patents  :  Nos.  1664  of  1903,  "  Process  for  the  Manu- 
facture of  C-C-dialkyl-barbituric  Acid  " ;  1945  of  1903, 
"  Method  of  Preparing  C-C-dialkyl-barbituric  Acids  from 
Mono-alkyl-malonic  Esters  ";  and  2054  of  1903,  "  Method 
of  Preparing  C-C-dialkyl-barbituric  Acids,"  granted  to 
Frederick  Boehm,  communicated  by  Professor  Dr.  Emil 
Fischer,  Berlin.  Nos.  14014  of  1914,  "  Improvements  in 
the  Manufacture  of  Barbituric  Acid  and  Intermediate 
Products,"  and  5353  of  1905,  "  Manufacture  of  Dialkyl- 
barbituric  Acids,"  granted  to  Frederick  Boehm,  from 
E.  Merck,  Darmstadt.  No.  11219  of  1905,  "  Improve- 
ments in  or  relating  to  the  Manufacture  of  Dialkyl- 
barbituric  Acids,"  granted  to  G.  B.  Ellis,  from  E.  Merck, 
Darmstadt.  All  these  patents  have  expired.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  an  application  was  made  in  1911 
for  the  revocation  of  patent  1664  of  1903  under  Section  27 
of  the  Patents  and  Designs  Act,  1907,  on  the  ground  that 
the  patent  was  only  being  worked  outside  the  United 
Kingdom.  The  patent  expired  before  the  hearing  came 
on.  No.  14014  of  1904  was,  however,  revoked  in  1912 
under  Section  27. 

The  example  of  the  method  of  the  preparation  of 
diethyl-barbituric  acid  given  in  the  specification  of  the 
first  British  patent  (1664  of  1903)  is  as  follows  : 

Dissolve  32  parts  of  sodium  in  600  parts  of  absolute  alcohol, 
and,  after  allowing  the  solution  to  cool,  add  100  parts 
of  di-ethyl-malonic  ethyl  ester  and  40  parts  of  finely 
powdered  urea.  These  dissolve  on  gentle  heating.  The 
formation  of  the  diethylbarbiturate  of  sodium  commences 
after  a  short  time.  It  is,  however,  more  advantageous  to 
heat  the  mixture  in  an  autoclave  to  100°-110°  C.  for  a 
period  of  from  four  to  five  hours.  During  the  process  sodium 
diethyl  barbiturate  is  precipitated,  mixed  with  a  little 
sodium  _  carbonate,  in  the  form  of  a  colourless  partly 
crystalline  mass.  After  complete  cooling  the  whole  is 
filtered.  The  alcoholic  mother-liquor,  after  renewed  heating 
to  the  same  temperature,  yields  a  fresh  supply  of  the  same 
product.  Both  yields  of  the  sodium  salt  are  dissolved  in 
water  and  decomposed  by  hydrochloric  acid.  The  liberated 
diethylbarbituric  acid  is  then  recrystallised  from  solution  in 
hot  water,  from  which  a  good  yield  of  a  pure  preparation 
is  obtained.

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British  Industries  Fair. 


THE  Board  of  Trade  has  been  actively  assisting,  since 
the  war  began,  in  the  campaign  for  capturing  enemy 
trade  and  promoting  the  manufacture  in  this  country  of 
articles  hitherto  made  exclusively  or  mainly  by  alien 
enemies.  Every  credit  should  be  given  to  the  Board 
of  Trade  for  the  immense  amount  of  enthusiasm  that  has 
been  put  into  these  efforts  notwithstanding  the  apathy 
which  is  often  encountered.  At  the  special  branch  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  at  32  Cheapside,  London,  E.C.,  from 
whence  the  campaign  is  being  directed,  a  great  service 
has  been  done  in  collecting  and  exhibiting  samples  of 
goods  made  by  alien  enemies,  so  that  British  manufac- 
turers may  know  exactly  the  articles  which  they  have  to 
supersede  in  this  country,  in  British  possessions,  and  in 
neutral  countries.  This  has  acted  as  an  inspiration  to 
many  manufacturers,  who  see  that  the  greater  part  of 
the  goods  can  be  readily  made  in  this  country  even  though 
they  are  of  qualities  inferior  to  those  which  attract 
British  makers.

The  result  has  been  to 
bring  together  about  600  exhibits,  to  furnish  numberless 
examples  of  the  successful  manufacture  of  goods  hitherto 
made  abroad,  but  mainly  to  show  the  splendid  range 
and  high  quality  of  British  manufactures.  Although  not 
ostensibly  dealing  with  goods  sold  by  chemists,  a  C.  &  D.

Royal  Academy  of  Arts. 


THE  summer  exhibition  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Arts  is 
being  held  at  Burlington  House,  Piccadilly,  London, 
W.,  the  exhibits  of  oil  and  water  paintings,  etchings, 
architectural  drawings,  and  sculptures  numbering  about 
2,000.    A   number   of  the   pictures    deal   with  various 
phases  of  the  war — for  example,  one  large  painting  (181), 
entitled  "  Wounded  :  London  Hospital,  1915,"  represents 
a  young  soldier  in  Scottish  uniform  having  a  wound  in 
the  forearm  dressed  by  a  rubber-gloved  nurse.  The 
glass  and  metal  dressing-table,  with  various  surgical  re- 
quirements, is  prominent.     Another  battle  picture  (169), 
"  Germany's  Battle  Front,"  shows  a  pathetic  line  of 
Belgian  women  and  children  being  used  as  shelter  for 
skulking  German  soldiers — a  lasting  record  of  one  of 
the  many  infamies  which  "  Kultur  "  causes.      No.  66 
is  a  portrait  of  Sir  Archibald  Geikie,  Past-President  of 
the  Royal  Society,  and  near  by  (No.  72)  is  a  portrait  of 
Mr.  David  Howard,  by  Mr.  Hugh  G.  Riviere.    This  por- 
trait was,  we  understand,  presented  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Howard's  family  on  the  occasion  of  their  golden  wedding. 
Mr.  Howard  is  shown  seated  in  an  easy  attitude  with 
the    left    hand    in    his    pocket,    and    the    artist  has 
produced    an    excellent    likeness    of    this  well-known 
quinologist.      No.    460    is    an    oil-painting,     by  the 
Hon.  John  Collier,  of  Professor   C.    V.   Boys,  F.R.S., 
in  which   the    Professor  is  depicted   holding    a  large 
soap-bubble,  the    iridescence    of    which    is  beautifully 
shown.    On  the  table  is  a  reagent-bottle  labelled  "  Am- 
monia," a  larger  bottle  of  soap  solution,  and  one  of  soap- 
bubble  cups  used  in  investigating  the  phenomena  which 
these  marvellous  films  exhibit.    No.  693  is  entitled  "A 
Discussion  on  the  Piltdown  Skull,"  and  is  a  remarkable 
group  of  portraits.    Professor  A.  Keith  and  Mr.  W.  P. 
Pycraft  are  seated  at  the  table  measuring  the  skull.  Mr. 
A.  Smith  Woodward  and  Mr.  Chas.  Dawson  on  the  one 
side  and  Mr.  F.  0.  Barlow  and  Dr.  Elliot  Smith  on 
the  other,  are  standing  behind  the  table,  while  Sir  E. 
Ray  Lankester  and  Professor  A.  S.  Underwood  are  facing 
each  other  at  each  end  of  the  table.    In  the  sculpture- 
room  is  a  relief  of  Sir  E.  Ray  Lankester.

Health  Insurance  Acts. 


Complaint  against  a  Hampshire  Doctor. 

At  the  offices  of  the  Urban  District  Council,  Eastleigh,  on 
Wednesday,  May  12,  a  Committee  appointed  by  the  Insur- 
ance Commissioners  held  an  inquiry  into  complaints  brought 
by  the  Hampshire  Insurance  Committee  against  Dr.  Henry 
Lewis  Grant,  Eastleigh.  Mr.  John  Fischer  Williams, 
barrister-at-law,  officiated  as  Chairman,  and  with  him  were 
Dr.  Britton  Brackenbury,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  and  Dr. 
C.  D.  Stewart  Fleming,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.  Mr.  Henry 
White1,  jun.,  Clerk  to  the  Hampshire  Insurance  Committee, 
conducted  the  case  on  behalf  of  that  body,  and  Dr.  Grant 
was  not  legally  represented.  He  sat  at  the  table  and  took 
notes  of  the  evidence,  and  shortly  cross-examined  the  various 
witnesses. 

Mr.  White  outlined  the  facts  of  the  case.  There  were  two 
separate  complaints.  In  the  first  case  the  prescription 
which  Dr.  Grant  gave  was  perfectly  satisfactory,  and  would 
be  produced.  In  the  second  case  the  patient  had  not  been 
able  to  see  Dr.  Grant  in  surgery-hours,  and  as  he  had 
not  obtained  a  certificate  he  had  not  been  able  to  claim 
his  sick  pay. 

In  reply  to  the  Chairman,  Dr.  Grant  admitted  that  both 
the  complainants  were  patients  on  his  panel. 

The  first  case  gone  into  was  that  of  Thomas  Edward 
Warren,  machinist,  Eastleigh  railway  locomotive  works. 
Looking  very  ill  and  sitting  in  a  chair,  Mr.  Warren  said 
he  had  been  laid  up  since  December  26  with  pleurisy, 
bronchitis,  pneumonia,  and  their  after-effects.  On  that  date 
Dr.  "Grant  was  sent  for,  and  paid  him  all  the  attention 
a  medical  man  should  pay  a  patient  until  the  30th.  On 
that  day  Dr.  Grant  called  to  see  him  in  the  afternoon,  and 
he  was  then  the  worse  for  drink.  He  judged  this  from  his 
appearance,  and  the  way  he  stood  by  his  bedside.  Dr.  Grant 
ceased  to  attend  him  on  January  15,  but  came  again  on 
January  24,  when  he  was  told  that  his  services  would  no 
longer  be  required. 

Mrs.  Warren  corroborated  her  husband's  statements,  giving 
further  particulars,  and  adding  that  she  sent  the  complaint 
to  the  Insurance  Committee  on  her  husband's  advice.  She 
was  questioned  by  the  Chairman  and  Dr.  Grant. 

Evidence  was  also  given  by  William  King,  sick-visitor 
for  the  M.U.  Oddfellows;  Mr.  Edward  Page,  representa- 
tive of  the  Hearts  of  Oak ;  and  Hy.  Clarke,  a  friend  of 
Mr.  Warren's. 

This  closed  the  first  case,  and  the  second  one  was  pro- 
ceeded with. 

Albert  Cyril  Jeffcote,  a  tool-fitter  at  Harland  &  Wolff's, 
Southampton,  said  that  on  February  17  he  smashed  his 
thumb,  and  was  attended  at  the  works.  On  returning  to 
his  home  at  Eastleigh  he  had  a  bad  night,  and  on  the 
following  morning  he  went  to  see  Dr.  Grant  at  9.45,  but 
his  housekeeper  said  he  was  not  at  home.  He  then  went 
on  to  a  barber's  shop  to  get  a  shave,  and  while  he  was 
sitting  in  the  chair  Dr.  Grant  came  in  in  a  condition  which 
he  considered  intoxicated.  Witness  did  not  say  anything  to 
him,  but  Dr.  Grant  caught  hold  of  his  nose  and  threatened 
to  cut  it  off.  (Laughter.)  He  also  threatened  to  cut  off  a 
soldier's  nose.  Dr.  Grant  wanted  a  shave  at  once,  and  when 
the  boy  started  on  him  he  insisted  on  having  a  dry  shave. 
As  he  found  he  could  not  see  Dr.  Grant  in  surgery-hours, 
he  went  to  Dr.  Garrett,  and  as  complications  had  not  set 
in  he  treated  it  himself.  He  was  at  home  three  weeks, 
but  he  never  got  any  certificate.  He  had  now  changed  his 
panel  doctor,  and  since  the  meeting  at  Winchester  he  had 
received  his  sick-pay.  _  In  reply  to  Dr.  Grant,  witness  ad- 
mitted that  the  cutting-off  the  nose  incident  was  tom- 
foolery. 

As  Dr.  Grant  was  not  defended,  he  agreed  to  give  evidence. 
He  emphatically  denied  being  drunk  as  alleged.  He  believed 
he  attended  Mr.  Wa  rren  on  the  18th,  and  he  denied  all 
the  allegations  made  against  him.  In  regard  to  the  second 
case,  he  said  that  he  was  at  the  barber's  shop  at  9.15,  as 
he  wanted  to  get  back  to  his  surgery  by  9.30.  He  was 
going  to  call  the  barber,  but  he  had  not  turned  up  to  give 
evidence.  He  admitted  that  he  went  into  public-houses, 
but  at  all  of  them  he  had  patients. 

The  Chairman  said  the  Committee  would  make  their  report 
to  the  Commissioners,  whose  decision  would  be  announced  in 
due  course.

ENGLAND, 

Buckinghamshire — The  Insurance  Committee  on  May  6 
decided  to  pay  chemists  90  per  cent,  of  their  claims  for  tho 
first  quarter  of  the  year  (1,067?.),  and  also  a  balance  of  51?. 
due  to  them  from  1913. 

Cambridgeshire.— The  Insurance  Committee  on  May  & 
decided  to  pay  to  chemists  70  per  cent,  on  account  of  the- 
amounts  of  their  accounts  when  rendered.  Mr.  T.  J.  Mallett, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Cambridge,  has  been  appointed  to. 
check  the  accounts  and  make  a  statistical  analysis  of  pre- 
scriptions for  one  year  at  a  fee  of  12s.  6cZ.  per  1,000. 

Hull.— The  Commissioners  are  to  hear  a  representation  by 
the  Insurance  Committee  that  the  continuance  on  the  panel 
of  chemists  of  certain  firms  is  prejudicial  to  the  interests, 
of  the  insured. 

Isle  of  Wight.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  May  8,  the  Finance  and  Medical  Benefit  Sub- 
Committee  reported  receipt  of  a  complaint  from  a  paneL 
chemist  that  two  panel  doctors  in  his  -district  influenced 
insured  persons  in  their  choice  of  chemist.  They  had  in- 
structed the  Clerk  to  send  a  copy  of  the  chemist's  letter  to- 
each  of  the  doctors  complained  of  for  their  observations. 
One  doctor  admitted  the  truth  of  the  chemist's  statement,, 
but  the  other  stated  that,  so  far  as  he  was  concerned,  it  was 
not  true.  The  matter  was  referred  back  to  the  Sub-Com- 
mittee for  further  consideration.  The  Sub-Committee 
further  reported  that  chemists'  accounts  for  the  past  quarter 
amounted  to  1571.,  the  heaviest  on  record,  being  an  increase- 
of  350?.  on  the  accounts  for  the  preceding  quarter  and  an 
increase  of  50?.  compared  with  the  corresponding  quarter 
of  1914.  A  member  brought  up  the  question  of  the  use  of 
"  Rep.  mist.,"  and  asked  if,  in  cases  where  this  is  used,, 
the  checker  had  the  original  prescription  available  for 
checking  the  account,  as  otherwise  there  could  be  no  effec- 
tive check.  Mr.  H.  W.  Barford,  chemist  and  druggist, 
explained  that  in  all  such  cases  the  original  prescriptions, 
are  pinned  to  the  accounts.    The  report  was  adopted. 

liiverpool.— An  epitome  of  the  proceedings  of  the- 
Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  on  April  27  states  that  the- 
Clerk  informed  the  Sub-Committee  that,  in  accordance  with 
the  views  of  the  Commissioners,  payment  had  been  made- 
to  chemists  of  66  per  cent,  of  the  amounts  of  their  accounts 
as  rendered  for  the  quarter  ended  March  31.  Replies  were- 
submitted  from  several  members  of  Parliament,  promising, 
their  support  to  the  resolutions  passed  at  the  conference  of 
delegates  of  Lancashire  Insurance  Committees  at  Blackburn 
on  March  19  (C.  &  D.,  March  27,  p.  67,  and  April  17, 
p.  48).  Regarding  the  decision  of  the  Sub-Committee  to- 
discontinue  the  comprehensive  checking  of  prescriptions 
after  the  1914  prescriptions  had  been  dealt  with,  it  was. 
reported  that  the  services  of  the  checkers  had  been  dis- 
pensed with  as  from  April  5.  In  regard  to  the  substitution, 
of  monthly  for  quarterly  payments  to  chemists  (C  <£•  D.,. 
February  27,  p.  70,  and  March  13,  p.  105),  it  was  resolved, 
after  considering  the  views  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  Clerk,. 
that  on  account  of  administrative  difficulties  consideration 
of  tho  question  be  postponed  for  three  months,  and  that  the- 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  be  informed  that  there  will  be 
no  objection  to  chemists  rendering  their  accounts  sorted! 
under  doctors'  names  if  by  so  doing  the  scrutiny  of  the- 
Pharmaeeutical  Committee  will  be  facilitated.  The  Clerk 
reported  that  the  Commissioners  had  requested  the  trans- 
mission of  certified  completed  forms  for  the  last  quarter  of 
1914  in  the  case  of  all  chemists  who  desire  to  take  advan- 
tage of  the  special  arrangements  relative  to  war-scheduled' 
drugs,  in  order  that  additional  payments  may  be  made. 
The  name  of  Rawsons,  Ltd.,  was  added  to  the  panel  list  in- 
place  of  that  of  Mr.  J.  Pickering  Jones.  - 

Manchester.— Much  to  their  surprise,  the  chemists  on  the- 
Manchester  panel  have  only  received  75  per  cent,  of  their 
March  accounts.  This  is  a  reduction  of  15  per  cent,  on  what 
they  have  been  receiving  for  the  past  few  months.  The 
reason  for  this  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  number  of  men 
enlisting  in  the  Services,  these  being  what  may  be  termed' 
"good  lives,"  thereby  leaving  a  larger  percentage  of  in- 
sured persons  who  are  continually  requiring  medical  treat- 
ment. The  majority  of  chemists  on  the  panel  state  that 
they  are  not  doing 'anything  like  as  much  Insurance  work 
as  they  did  formerly,  and  yet  the  accounts  are  higher. 
Probably  the  chemists  have  been  paid  in  excess  of  the- 
amounts'  thev  should  have  received  during  the  past  few 
months,  and 'it  is  necessary  to  alter  the  ratio  of  payments 
by  reducing  the  percentage  paid.  It  is  estimated  that 
about  50,000  men  have  enlisted  in  the  area,  thus  making  a 
big  drop  in  the  Insurance  receipts.  Under  the  Sanatorium. 
Benefit  payment  is  still  being  made  in  full.    These  accounts 
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are  rendered  separately.  The  pink  forms  and  pink  cards 
used  for  Sanatorium  patients  have  proved  a  great  success. 
Everything  connected  with  Sanatorium  Benefit  is  now  dealt 
with  by  pink  stationery. 

Portsmouto.  —A  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee was  held  on  May  6,  Mr.  T.  A.  White,  Ph.C.,  in  the 
chair.  Mr.  W.  A.  Bell  wrote  resigning  his  position  on  the 
Insurance  Committee,  but  he  was  asked  to  continue  to  serve 
until  July.  The  Clerk  to  the  Insurance  Committee  intimated 
that  the  Commissioners  had  approved  of  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  Sharman  as  checker.  In  response  to  a  request  for  an 
estimate  of  expenditure  for  administrative  purposes  for  the 
current  year,  it  was  decided  to  submit  the  following  state- 
ment :  Rent,  51. ;  printing  and  stationery,  51. ;  postages,  11. ; 
hire  of  typewriter,  61. ;  office  equipment  and  clerical  assist- 
ance, 20?. ;  incidentals,  11.  The  estimate  of  the  Panel  Com- 
mittee was  considered,  and  no  objection  was  made.  The 
return  of  chemists'  accounts  for  the  fourth  quarter  of  1914 
was  submitted  as  follows:  Medical  Benefit:  Prescriptions 
31,522,  amount  claimed  1,024?.  7s.  Id.,  amount  allowed 
1,014?.  17s.  Id.;  Sanatorium  Benefit:  Prescriptions  306, 
amount  claimed  10/.  15s.  Id.,  amount  allowed  17?.  9s.  Id. ; 
Temporary  Residents:  Prescriptions  159,  amount  claimed 
3?.  2s.  4cZ.,  amount  allowed  51.  12s.  Id.  The  difference 
between  the  amounts  claimed  and  amounts  allowed  was 
6s.  Zd.  Mr.  Sharman  (checking  clerk)  presented  an  analysis 
of  the  prescriptions,  as  follows :  Number  of  prescriptions, 
value  above  9c?.,  6,683;  value  of  Is.  and  above,  3,608;  in 
one  or  two  cases  the  value  was  over  10s.,  due  to  the  order- 
ing of  vaccines  and  serums,  and  in  one  case  500  pot.  brom. 
tabloids.  There  did  not  appear  to  be  intentional  excessive 
prescribing,  the  chief  faults  being  too  generous  prescribing 
and  ignorance  of  the  cost.  He  hoped  to  be  able  to  report 
on  a  scrutiny  of  the  prescriptions  in  about  three  weeks. — 
The  Panel  Committee  are  desirous  of  having  a  Local  Phar- 
macopoeia, but  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  think  it 
would  be  better  to  postpone  this  until  the  report  of  the 
Departmental  Committee  on  the  Drug  Tariff  is  issued. 

Rochdale.  —A  report  presented  to  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee indicates  that  chemists'  accounts  (unchecked)  for  the 
first  quarter  of  1914  amounted  to  1,028?.  for  33,509  prescrip- 
tions, the  average  cost  being  7.36c?.  For  the  preceding 
quarter  the  figures  were :  Accounts,  746?. ;  prescriptions, 
23,451;  average  cost,  7.6cZ. ;  and  for  the  corresponding 
quarter  of  1914 :  Accounts,  1,591?.  ;  prescriptions,  40,574 ; 
average  cost,  9.4cZ.  Last  quarter's  accounts  are  to  be  paid 
to  the  extent  of  75  per  cent.  The  balance  available  for 
distribution  to  chemists  for  the  medical  year  ended  Jan- 
uary 11,  1914,  is  96?.  The  accounts  amounted  to  4,100?.,  of 
which  3,862?.  has  been  paid.  The  balance  now  available  will 
bring  payments  up  to  96.5  per  cent,  of  the  accounts  for  the 
year. 

Sheffield.  —On  account  of  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  state 
of  the  Drug  Fund  through  the  abnormal  position  caused  by 
insured  persons  joining  the  Colours,  the  following  compara- 
tive statement  of  the  financial  position  for  the  first  quarter 
of  1915  is  of  interest :

The  official  count  of  insured  persons  on  January  1,  1915, 
was  176,672,  from  which  the  Drug  Fund  should  "be  ample 
to  pay  the  accounts  in  full.  There  has,  however,  to  be 
deducted  from  this  figure  15  per  cent,  for  insured  persons 
in  the  Army  and  some  thousands  who  make  their  own 
arrangements  for  Medical  Benefit. 

Southend-on-Se  i.-The  following  constitute  the  Phar- 
maceutical Committee  up  to  July  15,  1916:  Registered 
Pharmacists :  Albert  J.  J.  Baker,  77  Broadway,  Leigh-on- 
Sea;  Sidney  F.  Body,  97  Broadwav,  Southend;  Albert  H. 
Carpenter,  188  Leigh  Road,  Wcstcliff;  Edmund  H  Hamil- 
ton, 48  Hamlet  Court  Road,  Westcliff ;  Edwin  A.  Holloway, 
136  Broadway,  Southend;  William  Jameson,  12  High  Street 
Southend  ;  Frank  H.  King,  178  Hamlet  Court  Road,  West- 
cliff ;  and  William  M.  Misselbrook,  Strand  Pharmacy, 
Southchurch.  No  contractors  in  Parts  2  and  3  have  been 
proposed. 

Staffordshire.  -The  report  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Joint 
Sub-Committee,  submitted  to  the  Insurance  Committee  on 
May  1,  stated  that  eighty-six  practitioners  had  exceeded  the 
average  cost  of  prescribing  for  the  county.  The  Sub-Com- 
mittee recommended  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  to  make 
representations  to  the  Panel  Committee  in  regard  to  sur- 
charging nineteen  of  these  practitioners,  and  to  supply  the 


Panel  Committee  with  a  list  of  the  remaining  practitioners 
whose  average  exceeds  the  general  average,  with  a  request 
that  the  Panel  Committee  notify  them  of  the  fact  that  they 
have  exceeded  that  average. 

Stoke-on- Trent.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  May  6,  a  letter  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee was  read  stating  that  they  could  not  undertake 
responsibility  for  the  keeping  qualities  of  the  ten  stock 
mixtures  specified  by  the  Panel  Committee.  It  was  decided 
to  forward  the  letter  to  the  Commissioners.  The  same  Com- 
mittee also  wrote  stating  that  while  acetyl-salicylic  acid  is 
one  of  the  drugs  contained  in  the  Supplementary  Tariff, 
tablets  containing  this  drug  are  not  included,  but  have 
to  be  supplied  at  the  ordinary  Tariff  rate.  Subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Panel  Committee,  it  was  decided  to  ask 
the  Commissioners  to  approve  the  placing  of  the  tablets  in 
the  Supplementary  Tariff. 

SCOTLAND. 
Aberdeenshire.  —Mr.  John  Johnston  (Aberdeen),  report- 
ing on  the  checking  of  prescriptions  for  the  quarter  ended 
July  11,  1914,  states  that  of  13,665  prescriptions  checked, 
1,938  were  incorrectly  priced,  overcharges  being  made  _  in 
1,812  and  undercharges  in  223.  On  the  whole,  chemists 
ha/e  endeavoured  faithfully  to  carry  out  the  pricing  in 
aoiordance  with  Tariff  rates. 

Dundee.  —Two-thirds  of  the  March  accounts  has  been 
paid  to  chemists. 

Glasgow.— The  Panel  Committee,  reporting  to  the 
Insurance  Committee  on  the  question  of  excessive  pre- 
scribing during  the  first  quarter  of  1914,  on  May_  12,  states 
that  it  is  impossible  to  avoid  the  conclusion  that  individual 
doctors  are  responsible  for  the  excessive  cost  of  drugs,  and 
this  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  practically  every  district 
in  the  city  and  every  type  of  panel  practice  is  represented 
on  the  list  of  doctors  whose  cost  exceeds  the  average. 
While  a  proportion  of  the  excess  is  undoubtedly  due  to 
the  ordering  of  costly  drugs,  the  greater  portion  is  accounted 
for  by  the  excessive  quantities  ordered  at  one  time  and  the 
frequency  with  which  these  are  repeated.  The  considered 
opinion  of  the  Panel  Committee  is  that  the  Drug  Fund  is 
ample  for  all  reasonable  requirements,  and  that  the  cost 
of  drugs  and  appliances  ordered  for  insured  persons  during 
the  period  was  in  excess  of  what  is  reasonably  necessary. 
The  Clerk  to  the  Insurance  Committee  has  issued  a  circular 
to  medical  men  showing  the  enormous  rises  in  the  prices  of 
drugs  caused  by  the  war,  and  giving  many  actual  com- 
parisons between  the  prices  ruling  in  1914  and  those  pre- 
vailing now,  and  requesting  them  to  use  every  means  in 
their  power  to  keep  down  the  drug-bill  in  order  to  avoid 
the  possibility  of  discounting. 

Stirlingshire.— The  Insurance  Committee  last  week,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Sub-Committee,  passed 
payments  to  chemists  of  a  further  20  per  cent,  on  their 
accounts  for  1914.  The  Clerk  stated  that  the  only  chemist 
in  Lennoxtown  died  recently,  and  there  is  now  no  chemist 
nearer  than  Kirkintilloch.  He  had  received  a  communica- 
tion asking  that  the  medical  men  in  Lennoxtown  be  allowed 
to  dispense  medicines.  He  had  written  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  and  the  Insurance  Commissioners,  and  the  latter 
had  agreed  that  in  the  circumstances  the  doctors  be  allowed 
to  dispense;  the  arrangement  was  accordingly  approved. 

WALES, 

Cardiganshire.— At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Insurance 
Committee  the  Clerk  paid  a  high  tribute  to  the  manner  in 
which  chemists  had  carried  out  their  duties.  Payments  to 
them  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  amounted  to  67?. 
The  Finance  Sub-Committee  reported  that  the  present 
system  of  checking  is  cheaper  than  a  Central  Bureau  would 
be.  The  name  of  Mr.  E.  H.  James,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Lampeter,  was  added  to  the  panel  of  chemists.

A  Novel  Bottle-stopper. 

We  illustrate  a  new  type  of  stopper  for  bottles,  which, 
according  to  the  "  Chemiker  Zeitung,"  has  been  entered 
in  the  register  of  "  Gebrauchsmuster " 
(No.  624,406)  in  the  name  of  Otto  Cantzler, 
Rathenow.  The  advantages  claimed  for  ifc 
are  that  on  account  of  its  low  centre  of 
gravity  it  closes  the  bottle  well,  even  when 
the  contents  are  very  volatile.  It  can  be 
used  for  bottles  with  different  sizes  of 
openings,  and  can  be  made  of  various  sub- 
stances. At  the  top  a  plate  bearing  the 
name  of  the  contents  of  the  bottle  can  be 
placed.

The  prices  griven  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  Tothese 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  maybe 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  proui.cts  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to 
purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

FOLLOWING  on  the  Lusitania  outrage  and  the 
Southend  air-raid,  there  has  been  a  rising  tide  of 
indignation  against  Germans  in  the  City  of  London,  and 
it  has  found  expression  in  many  ways,  including  their 
temporary  exclusion  from  the  Mincing  Lane  Commercial 
Sale-rooms  and  other  Exchanges  in  the  City.  Further 
particulars  of  action  taken  will  be  found  under  European 
War  News.  Business  generally  has  been  quiet,  with  few- 
changes  of  consequence.  Cream  of  tartar  and  tartaric 
acid  are  strong  and  dearer  markets  owing  to  scarcity 
and  good  demand.  The  fine-chemical  groups  remain  much 
as  before,  with  resorein,  guaiacol  carb.,  paraldehyde,  and 
sodium  salicylate  all  in  sellers'  favour.  Cascara  sagrada 
is  higher,  with  spot  stocks  showing  a  considerable  reduc- 
tion. Quinine  is  firmer.  Menthol,  arsenic,  and  chillies 
are  among  the  cheaper  products.  Caffeine  is  extremely 
scarce.    The  principal  movements  have  been  as  under

There  are  complaints  in 
the  North  that  there  is  a  difficulty  in  keeping  up  the  rate 
of  production  owing  to  many  men  joining  the  Colours. 
Meantime  there  is  little  or  no  change  to  note  in  heavy 
chemicals.  Sulphate  of  copper  is  steady  at  the  lower  figures 
of  28?.  10.5.  to  28?.  12s.  6d.  per  ton  Manchester.  Perman- 
ganate of  potash  remains  at  about  180.s.  per  cwt.  Chlorate 
of  potash  is  lower  at  Is.  Id.  to  Is.  4d.,  although  soda  is 
steadier  at  10<7.  ;  carbonate  of  potash  is  nominal.  Caustic 
potash  is  higher  at  120s.  Cream  of  tartar  is  the  turn  higher 
at  150s.  to  155s.  There  is  little  change  in  acids.  Coal-tar 
products  show  little  change,  although  sulphate  of  ammonia 
rules  higher  on  the  week  at  121.  17s.  6d.  London.  13?.  12s.  6d. 
Hull,  14/.  Leith  prompt  (13?.  15s.  Julv-December  delivery 
quoted),  13?.  15s.  per  ton  Liverpool,  and  13?.  5s.  to  13?.  7s.  6d. 
per  ton  on  rails  Manchester.  Carbolic  acid  is -unchanged 
and  benzols  nominal.

Diary"  before  asking  the  Editor  for  information,  so  as  to 
save  time. 


Relations  of  Insurance  Chemists  and  Doctors. 

Sie,— In  your  article  of  April  24,  entitled  "  Panel  Pre- 
tonces,"  reference  is  made  to  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion's Insurance  Act  Committee's  resolution  regarding  the 
grant  from  the  Special  Drug  Fund.  I  think  that  that 
should  be  regarded  as  academical,  and  not  as  hostile  to 
chemists.  It  does  not  yet  seem  to  be  generally  understood 
that  National  Insurance  Medical  Benefit  was  established 
for  the  sake  of  the  insured  person,  and  not  as  a  means  of 
livelihood  to  either  doctors  or  chemists,  although  that  is 
incidental  to  it.  One  would  imagine,  therefore,  that  these 
two  classes  would  be  the  closest  of  friends,  cultivating 
mutual  interests  with  intensity.  Instead  of  this  there  is 
one  constant  growl  because  of  the  "  fabulous  "  (!)  fortunes 
which  each  acouses  the  other  of  receiving  out  of  Medical 
Benefit  funds.  This  condition  of  affairs  cannot  last.  The 
pity  is  that,  so  far  as  the  Drug  Fund  is  concerned,  the 
intervention  of  the  Commissioners  has  already  happened  in 
the  shape  of  the  Departmental  Committee  of  Inquiry  into 
the  Drug  Tariff,  and  it  is  a  fairly  safe  presumption  that 
payments  to  practitioners  will  also  sooner  or  later  be  the 
subject  of  similar  scrutiny.  The  end  could  have  been 
attained  without  these  measures  if  hearty  co-operation  and 
trust  existed  between  doctor  and  chemist.  As  a  preliminary 
to  such  understanding  it  may  be  desirable  to  state  some  of 
the  contentious  points  which  are  known  to  Insurance  Com- 
mittees, but  first  it  is  requisite  there  be  sympathy  for  the 
other's  difficulties. 

It  is  an  axiom  that  the  panel  practitioner  should  have 
freedom  in  prescribing.  To  this  there  must  be  limits,  and 
these  are  the  cause  of  contention.  As  between  chemist  and 
doctor  only  one  point  can  be  considered — viz.,  where  phar- 
macy offers  a  chemical  or  pharmaceutical  equivalent  at  a 
less  cost,  then  it  would  probably  be  admitted  that  the 
chemist  is  quite  right  in  suggesting  this,  and  it  would  be 
for  the  practitioner  to  fall  in  with  the  suggestion  or  to 
show  that  like  results  are  not  therapeutically  obtainable  by 
the  equivalent.  Other  points,  such  as  frequency  or  quantity 
of  medicine  or  high  average  cost,  could  only  be  dealt  with 
by  the  Panel  Committee. 

It  is  also  agreed  that  the  prescriber  has  the  right  to 
expect  his  prescription  to  be  prepared  with  scrupulous 
care,  and  that  the  care  is  so  impressed  on  the  patient  as  to 
give  confidence  in  the  medicine;  by  this  I  mean  that  the 
packing,  wrapping,  and  general  outside  appearance  shall 
be  in  accord  with  the  best  traditions  of  dispensing  practice. 

It  is  admitted  that  the  Drug  Fund  is  ample  to  provide 
reasonable  treatment  in  so  far  as  drugs  and  appliances  are 
concerned.  It  seems,  therefore,  an  obligation  on  Panel 
Committees  to  invent  such  restrictive  and  preventive 
measures  as  will  secure  at  all  times  reasonable  prescribing, 
and  in  addition  a  method  of  dealing  with  recalcitrants 
effectively  and  quickly.  These  are  conditions  precedent  to 
guaranteed  payment  to  chemists  for  articles  and  service 
provided  to  the  order  of  the  prescriber.  Under  present 
conditions  he  has  not  such  guarantee. 

Within  certain  limits  the  chemist  also  wants  to  keep  up 
the  traditions  of  dispensing  both  with  regard  to  the  care 
exercised  in  preparing  as  well  as  in  turning  out  the  pre- 
scription.   He  knows  the  value  of  a  clean  label,  polished 


bottle,  and  new  cork,  and  he  knows  also  the  impossibility 
of  doing  all  this  under  the  present  conditions  of  National 
Insurance  dispensing,  which  incur  a  rush  of  work  within  a 
very  limited  space  of  time.  This  is  perhaps  the  most  diffi- 
cult of  the  chemist's  problems,  but  it  is  up  to  both  parties 
to  overcome  the  difficulty.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  only 
the  existence  of  stock  mixtures  which  has  made  N.H.I, 
dispensing  possible  to  the  chemist,  as  it  made  dispensing 
possible  to  the  doctor  in  pre-Insurance  days.  But  for  these 
the  question  would  have  had  to  be  faced  long  ago. 
Some  prescribers  do  not  give  sufficient  consideration  to  the 
convenience  of  the  chemists,  in  so  far  as  they  send  patients 
with  prescriptions  late  at  night  and  all  together.  This 
could  surely  be  arranged  by  mutual  consideration,  just  as 
it  was  in  many  parts  of  the  country  before  the  Insur- 
ance Act  was  heard  of ;  it  is  only  by  pulling  together 
that  the  best  can  be  got  out  of  N.H.I.  Chemists  can  do 
much  by  co-operation  with  doctors  for  their  own  good 
and  for  the  insured  persons,  and  it  can  be  accepted  as  an 
established  fact  that,  with  very  few  exceptions,  no  real 
hostility  exists  in  practitioners'  minds  against  chemists;  in 
fact,  there  is  evidence  of  quite  the  reverse.

Advantages  of  Union. 

Sib, — "  Xrayser  II.,"  in  his  first  paragraph  last  week, 
states  that  matters,  despite  congratulatory  speeches  on  the 
part  of  the  Chairman  of  the  London  Insurance  Committee, 
are  not  all  well  with  panel  chemists  and  the  trade  generally. 
He  then  doubts  the  practical  side  of  any  further  union  on 
the  part  of  the  trade.  Will  he  be  good  enough  to  suggest 
any  other  method  for  the  chemist  to  "come  into  his  own," 
or,  in  his  own  words,  are  we  still  to  be  content  to  play  the 
poor  part  of  the  man  with  a  grievance  ?  The  term  "  trade- 
union  "  to  the  average  chemist  seems  to  send  a  cold  shudder 
down  his  back,  and  gives  him  visions  of  the  craft  marching 
towards  Hyde  Park  with  banners  carrying  some  such  motto 
as: 

"  Please  Mr.   ,  may  we  have  a  little  profit  on  ?  " 

"No  more  panel  work  unless  we  get  75  per  cent,  of 
our  money." 

By  all  means  let  the  term  "  trade-union  "  only  be  men- 
tioned with  bated  breath,  but  do  let  us  have  "combination" 
shouted  from  the  house-tops  and  preached  on  every  possible 
occasion.  What  other  way  is  there  open  to  the  chemist  to 
get  his  admitted  grievances  adjusted?  _  There  is  a  touching 
unanimity  with  us  all  upon  one  point — viz.,  that  "the 
Square,"  as  such,  cannot  help  us  if  it  would,  being  limited 
by  its  statutory  powers.  Surely,  then,  we  are  not- 
antagonistic  to  the  powers  that  be  by  asking  the  Local 
Associations  Executive  Committee  to  justify  its  existence, 
and  to  take  in  hand  the  matters  for  which  it  was  called 
into  existence  to  handle.  It  was  my  privilege  to  attend  the 
meeting  of  "Greater  London"  to  discuss  this  matter,  and 
to  see  if  something  could  be  done.  Some  speakers  seemed 
to  look  upon  it  as  treason  to  suggest  that  we  should  t;o  a 
step  further  than  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  admittedly 
could  take  us.  I  see  nothing  disloyal  to  the  Council  and  its 
good  work  in  suggesting  that  the  combination  of  chemists 
through  its  Associations  should  force  the  matters  upon  the 
Local  Associations  Executive  well  known  and  admitted  to 
want  redress.  By  so  doing  we  shall,  instead  of  having 
isolated  cases  of  chemists  resigning  from  the  panel,  instead 
of  a  chemist  individually  refusing  to  stock  an  article  show- 
ing no  profit,  carry  weight  in  asking  for  our  reasonable 
wants  to  be  met.    Here  are  a  few  wants : 

Payment  of  Insurance  accounts  promptly  and  in  full. 

Twenty-five  per  cent,  profit  as  a  minimum  on  patents. 

Broken  bulk  of  patents  to  cease. 

Every  chemist  to  make  his  wants  known  to  the  Local 
Associations  Executive  through  his  own  Association,  and 
to  back  up  the  efforts  of  the  same  by  united  action,  if 
necessary. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  orthodox  method  of  infusing 
new  blood  into  the  Council  is  all  that  is  necessary.  That 
should  be  helpful,  but  only  to  a  limited  extent,  inasmuch 
as  some  of  our  wants  could  not  be  tackled  by  them.  Please, 
"  Mr.  Xrayser,"  let  us  have  a  constructive  scheme,  and 
not  a  destructive  one.  Tell  us  how  we  shall  set  about  help- 
ing ourselves  if  it  is  not  to  be  on  "  combination "  lines, 
and  I  am  certain  that,  from  the  temper  of  the  meeting 
referred  to,  a  practicable  scheme  will  find  plenty  of  support 
from  "Greater  London"  at  once,  and  will  be  acted 
unon.  All  I  ask  is  a  definite  and  concrete  way  to  solve  the 
difficulty  upon  any  other  lines,  even  if  it  means  opposition 
to  the  Council.  Yours  truly,

Medical  Preliminary  Examination. 

Mr.  R.  J.  Rutherford,  chemist  and  druggist,  Newbiggin- 
by-the-Sea,  referring  to  the  movement  which  he  is  fostering 
to  obtain  for  registered  chemists  exemption  from  the 
Medical  Preliminary  examination,  and  bring  about  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  medical  men  (see  C.  &  D.,  May  8, 
p.  41),  would  like  to  hear  from  chemists  who  would  be 
willing  totake  up  the  medical  curriculum  if  this  exemption 
were  obtained.  Mr.  Rutherford  is  compiling  a  list  of  such 
names,  and  already  has  a  hundred  names  upon  it. 

Dental  (94/62)  asks  us  whether  the  exemption,  if  obtained, 
would  apply  to  those  desirous  of  taking  up  the  dental  curri- 
culum. [The  point  has  not  been  raised  definitely  in  the 
letter  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  addressed  to 
the  General  Medical  Council,  but  good  reasons  could  be 
advanced  for  granting  a  like  exemption  in  the  case  of  the 
dental  curriculum. — Ed.] 

Kelp. 

"In  view  of  the  _  efforts  to  revive  the  kelp-industry  in 
the  North,  and  the  interesting  notes  regarding  it  published 
from  time  to  time  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  1  think  the  following 
information  may  likewise^  be  of  interest.  In  George 
Eunson's  '  Historia  Orchadis,'  1788,  -he  states  that  Orkney 
150  years  ago  exported  a  vast  quantity  of  kelp  to  Leith, 
Newcastle,  and  Shields.  Ling  and  cod-liver  oil  were  also 
exported.  He  states  that  at  that  time  the  kelp-industry 
was  the  chief  support  of  the  nobility  of  the  islands  of  the 
North.  From  Holland  the  '  Orcadians '  imported  Geneva, 
cinnamon-waters,  and  Gallic  spirit  (brandy)".  There  is  a 
significant  ending  to  the  chapter  on  imports  and  exports — ■ 
e.g.,  it  must  be  understood  that  only  'fraudulent'  dealers 
in  this_  country  and  the  '  capital  merchants '  trade  in  any 
way  with  Holland  or  other  foreign  countries  bounding  on 
that  coast." — Seaweed  (12/96). 

Are  we  Going  to  Accept  it? 
"  The  London  Insurance  Committee  have  sent  me  a  notice 
that  the  sum-total  amounts  to  so  much  for  prescriptions 
dispensed  for  January  1915,  and  asking  for  my  signature 
to  their  enclosed  form  as  being  correct  and  accepted  by 
me.  Although  the  prices  of  drugs  have  advanced,  I  found 
by  the  sum-total  sent  me  that  it  worked  out  considerably 
less  per  hundred  prescriptions  than  the  corresponding- 
month  of  last  year.  I  have  replied  that,  as  the  duplicate 
prescriptions  I  hold  are  unreadable,  I  am  unable  to  tell 
if  the  sum-total  sent  to  me  is  correct  or  not.  If  they  will 
return  me  my  prescriptions  I  will  check  the  figures  as 
priced  by^  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  and,  if  found 
correct,  will  sign  the  form.  I  wonder  why  the  Insurance 
Committee  handed  over  the  pricing  of  chemists'  prescrip- 
tions to  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  instead  of  chemists 
pricing  their  own  and  the  figures  afterwards  being  checked 
by  the  Insurance  Committee  ?  Every  man  is  entitled  by  law 
to  have  a  detailed  statement  of  account  before  a  settlement 
can  be  demanded." — A  Panel  Chemist  (98/58). 


Legal  Queries. 

The  majority  of  difficulties  in  regard  to  trade  law  are  explained 
in  the  legal  section  of  "  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary," 
jgiS,  beginning  oh  page  40s. 


P.  F.  F.  (83/35).— We  have  stated  how  you  stand  legally; 
you  alone  are  responsible  for  the  supply  of  what  may 
under  certain  conditions  be  an  abortef acient,  but  in  the 
event  of  anything  untoward  happening  you  would  have 
to  prove  that  the  same  medicine  was  prescribed  by  a 
doctor. 

Goerz-Anschutz  (98/37). — There  is  no  change  in  the  law 
as  regards  trading  with  persons  or  firms  who  are  at  present 
trading  in  this  country,  although  of  Austrian  or  German 
origin,  and  nothing  new  in  law  to  prevent  you  doing 
business  with  such  firms.  See  C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  406.  This 
applies  to  both  the  companies  that  you  refer  to. 

Antifebrin  (98/27). — The  paragraph  on  branch  shops  in 
the  C.  <£'  D.  Diary,  p.  410,  applies  to  limited  companies, 


subject  to  the  special  provision  in  Section  3,  Sub-section  (4), 
of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  quoted  on  the  same 
page.  If  the  word  "business"  in  paragraph  (6)  means 
the  business  of  the  body  corporate,  etc.,  a  qualified  chemist 
is  required  in  each  branch ;  but  if  the  word  refers  to  the 
business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist,  the  company  is  on  pre- 
cisely _  the  same  footing  as  an  individual  chemist  and 
druggist. 

M.P.8.  (98/68)  puts  the  following  questions:  I  have  my 
own  syphons  with  name  and  address  engraved  011 
vase,  and  stamped  on  top,  which  I  fill  myself.  Now 
I  discover  that  a  local  wine-merchant  is  filling  them  him- 
self and  sending  them  out.  Have  I  any  remedy  against 
him  ?  [Yes,  by  action  under  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act. 
See  C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  432.]  Supposing  my  man  were  to 
see  the  wine-merchant's  van  with  some  of  my  syphons  (filled 
by  himself)  on  it,  could  he  take  them  or  make  the  vanman 
give  them  up  to  him  as  my  agent  ?  [That  would  be  taking 
the  law  into  your  own  hands,  and  would  get  you  and  the 
vanman  into  trouble.] 


Miscellaneous  Inquiries. 


./._  IT7.  R.  (98/57). — Azotic  Acid  is  the  French  name  for 
nitric  acid.  We  do  not  think  that  the  poisonous  gas  used 
by  the  Germans  in  France  is  that  acid  or  contains  any 
of  it.  It  is  liquefied  chlorine,  probably  containing  bromine 
also,  as  sometimes  the  fumes  appeared  to  be  red  in  colour, 
which  is  characteristic  of  bromine.  The  Germans  cannot 
afford  to  waste  any  nitric  acid,  as  they  are  short  of  it 
for  making  explosives. 

A.  F.  (98/46): — The  precipitate  in  your  mixture  is  similar 
to  that  referred  to  in  reply  to  "  G.  D."  in  our  is«ue  of 
May  8,  p.  59.  It  cannot  be  prevented,  but  is  easily  diffused 
if  the  strychnine  solution  is  added  to  the  mixture  of  Dono- 
van's solution  and  water. 

Booco  (73/35). — Strained  House's  Legs. — We  take  it  you 
use  the  expression  "  overdrawn "  to  signify  contraction 
or  sprain  of  the  ligaments  or  tendons  of  the  fore  legs.  The 
best  treatment  short  of  complete  rest  is  to  rub  tincture  of 
arnica  into  the  parts,  and  then  bandage  with  a  water- 
dressing  covered  with  waterproof  sheeting.  This  may  be 
effective  after  a  short  time,  but  rest  is  the  chief  require- 
ment in  _  such  cases,  with  the  use  of  high-heeled  shoes, 
fomentations,  and  blisters.  A  mixture  of  mercury  biniodide 
and  cantharides  blister  is  the  best  form,  as  this  combina- 
tion seems  to  have  a  special  action  in  these  cases. 

Crab  Apple  (82/11). — Thorn-apple  Ointment  (ung. 
stramonii)  is  an  old  P.L.  preparation  made  by  digesting 
1  part  of  fresh  stramonium-leaves  in  4  parts  of  melted  lard 
until  the  leaves  are  crisp,,  then  straining.  This  is  probably 
what  country  customers  want,  but  the  U.S. P.  (see  "Pharma- 
ceutical Formulas,"  p.  818)  gives  the  following  modern 
formula,  which  the  "  Pharmaceutical  Codex "  adopts: 

Stramonium  extract    10  grams 

Diluted   alophol    5  grams 

Hydrous  wool-fat  20  grams 

Benzoinated  lard    65  grams 

Rub  down  the  extract  with  the  alcohol  and  mix  in  the 
fats.

British  Pharmacopoeia. 

At  the  meeting  [of  the  General  Medical  Council]  on  the 
13th  April,  Dr.  Corrigan  moved  : 

"  That  a  clause  be  inserted  in  the  amended  Bill,  or  any 
Bill  to  be  introduced  relative  to  pharmacy,  rendering^  it 
imperative  on  the  apothecaries  and  compounding  chemists 
of  the  United  Kingdom  to  follow,  in  compounding^  prescrip- 
tions, the  formularies  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  unless 
otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  prescriber ;  inasmuch  as 
the  practice  at  present  existing  of  compounding  indifferently 
from  the  formularies  of  four  different  Pharmacopoeias  is 
dangerous  to  the  lives  of  the  community." 

After  discussion  the  motion  was  passed  in  the  following 
amended  form : 

"  That  it  would  be  desirable  to  have  a  clause  inserted  in 
the  amended  Bill,  or  in  any  Pharmacy  Bill  introduced  to 
the  Legislature,  rendering  it  imperative  on  the  apothecaries 
and  compounding  chemists  of  the  United  Kingdom  to  follow,  » 
in  compounding  prescriptions,  the  formularies  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  unless  otherwise  speciallv  directed  by  the 
prescriber.  inasmuch  as  compounding  indifferently  from 
the  formularies  of  four  different  Pharmacopoeias  is  dan- 
gerous to  the  lives  of  the  community."

In  a  few  days  I  received  a  notice  to  attend  again,  when 
my  first  subject  was 

Matebia  Medioa. — I  had  to  recognise  the  following  :  Aloes, 
scammony-root,  gelsemium-root,  benzoin  (two  kinds),  squills, 
tragacanth,  acacia,  scammoniurn,  ammoniacum,  sweet  and 
bitter  almonds,  belladonna-root,  gamboge,  coca-leaves,  colo- 
cynth-pulp,  serpentary-rhizome,  senega-root,  etc.,  with 
questions  on  each,  including  their  natural  orders  and 
habitats. 

Botany. — I  had  two  slides  to  recognise — (1)  T.S.  of  a 
leaf,  (2)  T.S.  of  a  oucurbitaceous  stem— and  had  to  indicate 
the  various  parts  seen  in  these.  Questions  were  asked  on 
the  xylem  and  bast,  and  their  uses;  leaves  and  their 
structure ;  osmosis ;  transpiration,  respiration,  and  assimila- 
tion. I  had  then  to  describe  a  flower  and  give  its  sub- 
class, and  to  recognise  specimens  of  selaginella,  liverwort, 
fern,  and  strawberry  with  runner.  After  describing  the 
reproduction  of  the  fern,  I  was  told  to  sit  down. 

Chemistey. — How  do  you  make  hyd.  ammon.  chlor.  ? 
Why  pour  the,  HgCl2  solution  into  the  NH40H  ?  What 
would  happen  if  you  poured  the  NH40H  into  the  HgCl2  ? 
How  do  you  account  for  the  difference  ?  How  do  you  make 
HPH202  ?  How  would  you  prepare  a  sample  containing 
100  per  cent.  HPH202  ?  The  oxides  of  phosphorus  ?  How 
do  you  make  HON?  Why  use  dilute  H2S04?  What  would 
happen  if  you  used  concentrated  H2S04?  How  would  you 
prepare  a  sample  containing  100  per  cent.  HON  ?  How  do 
you  make  KMn04 ;  K2Cr207 ;  K4Fe(CN)6;  K3Fe(CN)e? 
Preparation  of  aniline,  nitrobenzene,  salicylic  acid, 
KC103 1  The  Laws  of  Charles,  Boyle,  and  Newton,  with 
questions  on  them. 

_  Pharmacy. — I  was  asked  to  write  down  all  the  prepara- 
tions of  opium  I  knew,_  and  their  strengths.  To  explain 
fully  the  terms  maceration  and  percolation.  How  is  ext. 
belladon.  liq.  made?  and  questions  as  to  strengths  of  the 
belladonna-preparations.  How  would  I  estimate  spt.  aether, 
nit.,  and  explain  fully  how  I  would  use  the  nitrometer. 
A  general  outline  of  the  alkaloidal  assay-processes  of  the 
B.P.,  with  special  reference  to  the  #,ssay  of  ext.  nuc.  vom. 
liq.,  was  also  required. 

Peesceiption-eeading. — I  had  to  read  about  half-a-dozen 
badly  written  "  scripts,"  in  one  of  which  I  detected  an 
overdose.  Then  followed  about  100  doses,  including  picro- 
toxin,  _  pilocarpine  nitrate,  argenti  nit.,  phosphorus,  ol. 
crotonis,  etc.  A  "  script "  to  translate  into  full  Latin,  and 
the  following  calculation:.  "A  solution  of  formalin  contains 
40  per  cent,  of  formaldehyde ;  how  much  of  this  will  be 
required  to  make  250  o.c.  of  a  solution  containing  2.5  per 
cent.  ?  "  concluded  my  examination. 

After  a  few  minutes  I  was  told  I  had  passed. 

Lime-cultivation  in  Fiji. — In  the  course  of  a  recent 
address  given  by  the  Governor  of  Fiji  to  the  Legislative 
Council,  the  lucrative  character  of  the  West  Indian  lime- 
cultivation  was  referred  to.  Canada,  the  United  States, 
Australia,  and  New  Zealand,  the  Governor  said,  afforded 
ready  markets  for  the  sale  of  limes,  lime-juice,  citrate  of  lime, 
and  essential  oils.  Such  an  industry  was  recommended  to 
the  Fijian  planters 
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Association  Affairs. 


Chemical  Society.  —  A  meeting  was  held  at  Burlington 
House  on  May  6,  Dr.  Alexander  Scott,  F.R.S.,  in  the  chair. 
The  President  announced  that  a  deputation  representing 
the  Royal  Society  and  the  Chemical  Society  had  been 
received  by  the  Board  of  Trade  that  afternoon  (see  p.  35). 
The  first  paper  was  by  Messrs.  T.  M.  Lowry  and  T.  W. 
Dickson  on  Rotary  Dispersion  of  Organic  Compounds,  and 
dealt  particularly  with  ethyl  tartrate.  This  body  shows 
what  has  been  termed  anomalous  dispersion,  but  the  authors 
preferred  to  call  it  complex  dispersion.  Thus  in  place  of 
the  old  terms  normal  and  anomalous  they  suggest  simple 
and  complex.  Complex  dispersion  is  caused  by  two  sub- 
stances in  solution  at  the  same  time.  It  was  found  in 
working  with  ethyl  tartrate  that  it  was  very  dimcult_  to 
obtain  a  homogeneous  substance;  thus  by  distillation 
fractions  could  be  obtained  which  gave  considerable 
variations  in  the  value.  Dr.  Lowry,  in  conjunction 
with  Mr.  H.  A.  Abrams,  found  that  methyl  tartrate 
was  a  much  more  suitable  substance,  since  it  oould  be 
obtained  homogeneous,  and  in  the  second  paper  they  gave 
figures  and  curves  showing  the  dispersive  power  of  this  salt 
in  various  solvents.  The  last  paper  was  by  Professor  J.  F. 
Thorpe  and  Mr.  W.  G.  Hurst  on  the  Formation  of 
Chlorinated  Bases  from  Nitro  Bodies  on  Reduction.  By 
reducing  various  nitro  bodies  in  the  usual  way  with  tin  and 
hydrochloric  acid,  chlorine  is  found  to  enter  the  nucleus 
either  in  the  para  or  ortho  position.  When  nitro-phenetol 
is  reduced  by  this  means  in  the  preparation  of  phenacetin 
it  was  found  that  a  compound  is  obtained  which  melts  in 
a  steam-oven.  This  is  entirely  different  in  behaviour  from 
either  of  the  chlor-phenacetins  previously  described.  Of  one 
of  these  chlor-phenacetins  there  is  no  doubt  as  to  the  con- 
stitution, owing  to  the  method  of  preparation.  As  to  the 
other,  its  described  constitution  depends  upon  a  theory  of 
the  mechanism  of  the  reaction.  In  properties  they  are  very 
similar,  the  melting-points  lying  very  close  together. 
Examination  of  these  two  bodies  proves  them  to  be  iden- 
tical, and  also  on  further  investigation  it  was  shown  that 
the  chlor-phenacetin  formed  during  the  reduction  of  nitro- 
phenetol  is  a  hitherto  unexamined  chlor-phenacetin.  A 
ballot  was  held  during  the  evening,  at  which  the  following

Roberts,  and  L.  R.  Wheeler,  B.Sc. 

Bewsbury.— A  meeting  of  the  Dewsbury  Pharmacists' 
Association  was  held  on  May  10,  the  President  (Mr.  S.  N. 
Pickard)  in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present  nine  mem- 
bers. The  President  gave  an  address  on  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  the  P.A.T.A.,  and  the  Chemists'  Defence  Associa- 
tion. Referring  to  the  National  Insurance  Act,  he  re- 
marked that,  so  far  as  that  district  is  concerned,  the  Act 
has  worked  smoothly.  They  have  had  some  slight  local 
differences,  partly  due  to  the  chemists  themselves  and  partly 
to  the  selfish  attitude  taken  up  by  some  of  the  doctors,  who 
wanted  "  both  the  penny  and  the  bun."  In  some  cases 
doctors  are  acting  contrary  to  the  Act,  and  are  dispensing 
medicines  for  patients  who  live .  within  a  mile  of  the  nearest 
chemist.  If  the  chemists  in  the  West  Riding  would  meet 
together  and  take  joint  action,  that  could  be  stopped.  He 
thought  that  interest  should  be  charged  on  overdue  Insur- 
ance accounts.  He  concluded  an  interesting  address  by 
recommending  chemists  to  make  as  much  of  their  windows 
and  counters  as  possible,  and  to  give  their  businesses  their 
personal  supervision. 

Exeter.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Exeter  Association  of  Phar- 
macists, Mr.  Eric  Lemmon  consented  to  continue  as  Pre- 
sident during  the  period  of  the  war.  A  deputation  from 
the  Association  waited  on  Mr.  H.  E.  Duke,  M.P.  for  the 
city,  regarding  taxes  on  alcohol  and  the  effect  upon  the 
drug-trade.  Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd  and  Mr.  Rowsell  were 
the  spokesmen.  Mr.  Duke  promised  to  watch  the  matter  in 
the  House  of  Commons,  but  suggested  that  the  effect  on 
the  supply  of  medicines  is  a  national  rather  than  a  local 
question. 

Glasgow. —The  _  adjourned  annual  meeting  of  the 
Chemists'  Association  was  resumed  on  May  6,  when  Mr. 
Currie's  motion  for  increasing  the  annual  subscriptions  was 
the  chief  business.  An  amendment  by  Mr.  Arthur  McEwan, 
altering  slightly  the  amounts  of  the  various  subscriptions, 
was  carried,  and  it  was  also  agreed  to  alter  the  by-laws 
and  constitution  in  order  to  include  the  Pharmacy  Athletic 
Club  as  a  section  of  the  Association.  A  Sub-Committee 
was  appointed  to  draft  the  necessary  rules.  It  was  unani- 
mously agreed,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  George  McDonald, 
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to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  obtain  a  closing  order  regu-  I 
lating  the  hours  of  business  on  weekdays.  The  new  Council  I 
will  deal  with  the  matter. 

Great  Yarmoutb.-A  meeting  of  the  Great  Yarmouth  { 
Pharmaceutical  Association  was  held  at  156  King  Street  on  1 
May  6,  the  President  in  the  chair.  Six  other  members"  were  1 
present.  It  was  agreed  not  to  have  an  outing  this  year;  I 
also  to  close  on  Fridays  at  8.30  instead  of  9  P.M.  The 
desire  was  expressed  that  the  Secretary  should  write  Mr. 
P.  R.  Hill,  now  on  active  service. 

Grimsby.  —A  meeting  of  the  Grimsby  Pharmacists'  Asso-  jt 
ciation  was  held  on  May  5,  Mr.  Dewing  (President)  in  the 
chair.  _  Six  other  members  were  present.    It  was  decided  to  I 
advertise  in  the  local  papers  that  the  prices  of  tinctures  I 
and  other  spirituous  medicines  would  remain  as  at  present  I 
pending  the  decision  of  the  Government  regarding  the  pro- 
posed supertax  on  spirits._  It  was  also  resolved. to  draw 
the  attention  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association 
to  the  low  rate  of  profit  on  Kutnow's  powder,  and  to  suggest 
that  the  retail  price  be  raised  to  2s.  9d.    Another  resolu- 
tion dealt  with  the  inconvenience  caused  to  retailers  by 
advertisements  of  proprietary  articles  without  mention  of 
the  price.    It  was  agreed  to  ask  the  P. A.T. A.  Council  to 
refuse  to  accept  the  firms  who  carry  on  this  practice.

Royal  Institution.— The  Friday  evening  discourse  on 
May  7  was  by  Professor  O.  W.  Richardson,  who  took  for 
his  subject  Electrons  and  Heat.  He  said  that  it  has  long 
been  known  that  when  electrified  bodies  are  heated  they 
jose  their  power  of  retaining  electric  charges,  but  the 
importance  of  this  has  only  recently  been  realised.  It  was 
then  shown  experimentally  that  a  glowing  poker  is  capable 
of  discharging  an  electroscope,  and  that  the  nature  of  the 
emission  differs  according  to  the  conditions — e.g.,  atmo- 
spheric pressure  and  temperature.  The  interesting  ques- 
tions that  arise  are  whether  the  emissions  are  positive  or 
negative,  and  whether  they  are  ions  or  electrons.  The  last 
question  is  answered  by  the  effect  on  a  magnetic  field, 
electrons  being  capable  of  deflecting  the  field,  but  ions  pro- 
ducing no  such  effect  The  lecturer  then  advanced  the 
theory  that  the  emission  is  analogous  to  the  evaporation 
of  water,  and  by  means  of  plotted  curves  the  vapour-pres- 
sure of  water  was  compared  with  the  thermionic  current, 
and  shown,  when  superimposed,  to  be  practically  the  same. 
Following  the  analogy,  it  is  to  be  expected  that  when 
electrons  are  given  off  the  metal  would  be  cooled,  as  is 
the  case  of  water  from  which  vapour  is  evolved.  The 
several  methods  of  calculating  the  latent  heat  of  emission 
were  explained,  the  most  trustworthy  data  being  obtained 
with  tungsten,  and  it  was  shown  that  the  metal  is  actually 
cooled  by  the  emission  of  electrons.  The  rest  of  the  lecture 
dealt  with  the  velocity  of  emission  of  the  electrons.  The 
view  of  Clerk  Maxwell,  enunciated  sixty  years  ago,  that 
the  velocities  of  the  particles  vary,  was  experimentally 
demonstrated  in  public  for  the  first  time.  Objectors  to  the 
analogy  between  evaporation  and  emission  hold  that 
chemical  action  is  ^involved  between  the  tungsten  filament 
and  traces  of  gas  in  the  vacuum,  and  while  this  objection 
is  difficult  to  refute,  a  particular  case  was  cited  where  the 
effects  produced  are  out  of  all  proportion  to  any  chemical 
results  which  couldbe  produced. 

Among  the_  exhibits  in  the  library  was  one  of  the  chlorine- 
cylinders. -which  the  Germans  are  using  in  their  poisoning 
campaign  on  the  Western  Front  in  Europe.  The  methods 
of  liquefying-  chlorine  were  also  being  shown.

Copies  of 
the  list  can  be  obtained  from  Mr.  J.  C.  Caine,  40  Upton 
Road,  Birkenhead,  who  will  also  give  quotations  for 
quantities.  Although  we  have  compared  prices  from 
the  Liverpool  list  with  it.  we  ought  to  add  that  the  latter 
is  a  more  varied  and  voluminous  publication,  which  the 
Birkenhead  list  does  not  profess  to  replace. 

Feench  Riviera  Olive  Oil,  which  is  of  excellent  quality, 
is  being  shipped  to  the  United  Kingdom  in  increased  quan- 
tities. The  area  under  olive-cultivation  within'  the  Alpes 
Maritimes  is  about  212,400  acres,  which  in  a  normal  year 
should  give  a  return  of  eight  to  twelve  million  kilos,  of  oil. 

In  Haiti,  especially  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Etang 
Saumatre,  the  Cacquier  palm  grows  abundantly.  The  fruits 
furnish  an  oil  which  is  very  useful  for  the  manufacture  of 
soap.  American  experts  set  great  value  upon  this  oil,  and 
a  New  Yoi'k  firm  has  already  purchased  from  a  German  in 
Haiti  10  tons  of  it  at  the  price  of  $520.  The  article  was 
to  be  shipped  from  New  -York  to  Rotterdam,  but  the  war 
intervened.  The  attention  of  German  concerns  is  called  to 
these  fruits  by  the  Home  Department  in  Berlin.  The 
exportation  is  easily  carired  out  by  rail  between  Etang 
Saumatre  and  Port  au  Prince. 
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Insurance  Notes. 


Consumptives  from  the  Army. — The  -Scottish  Insurance 
Commissioners  have  isued  a  circular  (53  I.C.)  to  Insurance 
Committees'  regarding  the  discharge  from  the  Army  of 
consumptive  soldiers,  as  to  whom  arrangements  must  be 
made  for  residential  treatment  under  the  Sanatorium  Benefit. 
It  is  expected  that  20?.  for  each  case  will  be  available 
"from  the  1914  grant  in  aid,  100,000?.,  and  30s.  a  week  is  sug- 
gested as  a  fair  payment  in  respect  to  each  soldier. 

Scottish  Checking  Bureau. — A  general  outline  of  the  pro 
cedure  to  be  followed  by  the  Central  Bureau,  20  Renfrew 
Street,  Glasgow,  has  been  issued  (Memo.  IV.).  As  already 
explained,  the  Bureau  will  price  the  prescriptions,  each  of 
which  has  to  be  marked  by  the  chemist  with  the  letter  of 
the  month  and  a  serial  number,  then  put  into  packets_  each 
marked  with  the  district  letter,  and  sent,  carriage  paid,  to 
the  Bureau,  where  they  will  be  automatically  numbered, 
and  a  note  of  the  total  value  (based  on  the  average  price 
per  prescription)  will  be  sent  to  the  Insurance  Committee 
so  -that  a  provisional  payment  may  be  made  forthwith 
During  the  pricing  of  the  prescriptions  any  belonging  to 
other  areas,  articles  disallowed,  and  prescriptions  for 
domiciliary  treatment,  temporary  residents,  and  travellers 
will  be  sorted  out.  Accounts  will  then  be  made  out  in 
triplicate,  one  being  retained  by  the  Bureau  and  two  sent 
to  the  Insurance  Committee  concerned,  which  will  deliver 
one  to  the  chemist.  After  this  the  prescriptions  will  be 
separated  into  practitioners'  bundles  by  the  sorting  station, 
and  data  deduced  from  them  as  to  number,  frequency, 
average  price  per  prescription,  and  average  cost  per  insured 
person.  From  these  data  as  recorded  special  reports  may 
be  made  as  desired.  Repeats  of  prescriptions  must  be 
written  in  full.  Chemists  are  required  to  give  effect  to  the 
following  points  before  sending  in  prescriptions : 

1.  To  give,  in  the  case  of  any  speoial  prescription,  the  maker's 
name  and  the  net  cost  price  of  the  article. 

2.  To  note  the  number  when  lozenges,  tablets,  etc.,  are  ordered 
by  weight,  or,  in  the  case  of  non-tariff  articles,  the  weight  when 
ordered  by  number. 

3.  To  state  the  weight  supplied  whenlint,  wool,  etc.,  are  ordered 
by  length,  also  the  measure  when  oiled  silk,  oiled  cambric,  and 
G.P.  tissue  are  ordered  by  weight. 

4.  To  fill  in  the  quantity  supplied  when  syrup  or  mucilage  is 
ordered  "  q(uantum)  s(ufficit)  "  or  in  similar  instances.  - 

5.  To  indicate  the  interpretation  adopted  by  the  dispenser  in 
regard  to  any  doubtful  points  in  a  prescription. 

6.  To  send  A.  forms,  and  A.  forms  only,  to  the  Bureau.  It  has 
been  observed  that  in  a  number  of  cases  B.  forms  and  even  C. 
forms  have  been  forwarded. 

Special  Note. — When  a  bottle  for  an  external  use  poisonous  sub- 
stance is  supplied,  mark  an  X  before  the  word  "price"  cn  i: 
prescription-form.

Benger's  Food,  Ltd. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  share- 
holders was  held  in  Manchester  on  May  10,  Mr.  H.  W.

(see  G.  &  D.,  May  8,  p.  38),  the  Chairman  said  there 
had  been  a  good  demand  by  the  general  public  for  their 
foods,  bijt,  contrary  to  some  expectations,  the  military 
hospitals  had  not'  led  to  a  larger  call.  Patients  in  these 
hospitals  were  for  the  most  part  men  in  their  prime  who 
had  robust  healthy  digestions,  and  were  soon  able  to  take 
ordinary  food.

Mr.  Mather,  the  manager'  <>f 
Treacher's  Poona  branch,  has  opened  a  business  next  door 
to  the  old  premises. 

Narcotic  _  Products.— The  Government  of  India  have 
decided  to  include  the  Indian  medicinal  preparation  know  n 
as  barsh  in  the  list  of  preparations  containing  opium  and 
morphia -attached  to  Customs  Circular  No.  III.  of  1913,  the 
importation  of  which  may  be  permitted  by  Collectors  of 
Customs  under  the  proviso  to  the  notification  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  and  Industry,  No.  720-79,  dated 
February  4,  1911  (Customs  Circular  No.  II.  of  1911). 

Big  Cocaine  Haul. — Miss  Maisie  Scott,  a  young  European 
passenger  aboard  a  P.  &  O.  steamer  from  London  to. 
India,  _  was  fined  Rs.  1,000  at  the  Colombo  Police  Court" 
for  being  in  possession  of  800  bottles  and  201  packets  of 
cocaine.  In  consequence  of  a  robbery  on  board,  the  police  . 
searched  her  luggage  and  found  the  cocaine  in  false  botto"-, 
of  the  trunks  hidden  by  clothing.  The  market-value  of  t\"> 
cocaine  was  placed  at  150?.  by  the  sub-inspector,  and  sold 
illicitly  _  it  would  be  6,000?.  The  prisoner,  who  is  of  ■  • 
occupation,  said  she  was  on  her  way  to  India  to  be  married, - 
but,  beina:  unable  to  give  satisfactory  security,  she  was 
committed"  to  gaol. 

Japanese  Jottings. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 

As  Showing  how  the  imports  of  chemicals  and  drugs 
from  Europe  into  Japan  have  fallen  off,  those  for  December 
1914  only  amounted  to  94,000  yen. 

Personal.— The  services  of  Mr.  Henri  T.  Hirai,  Nishiten- 
gachaya,  near  Osaka  (835  Kidz,  Imamiya-muza),  are  avail- 
able to  business  firms  who  require  information  in  regard 
to  the  Japanese  drug-trade.  Mr.  Hirai  is  a  director  of 
Messrs.  Nukado  &  Co.,  and  corresponds  in  English. 

Potassium  Salts. — Professor  Numura,  of  the  Tokio  Im- 
perial University,  states  that  Japan  will  not  suffer  much 
from  the  lack  of  German  potassium  salts,  as  it  is  estimated 
that  an  annual  supply  of  some  30,000  tons  can  be  obtained 
from  sugar-cane  waste,  sawdust,  timber,  and  other  sources. 

Chemicals   and    Alkaloids.— Since  the   European  War 
broke  out.  there  has  been  a  complete  cessation  of  German  j 
chemical-imports.    This  has  thrown  the  Japanese  on  their 
own  resources,  with  the  result  that  the  Tokio  Hygi€n'c 
Laboratory,  at  the  instance  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior, 
is  about  to  manufacture  chemicals  such  as  morphine,  atro- 
pine, creosote,  and  salicylic  acid.    Dr.  Tahara,  director  of 
the  laboratory,  after  lengthy  experiments,  has  succeeded 
'n  manufacturing  morphine  and  salicylic  acid  on  a  com- 
mercial scale,  the  cost  of  the  latter  working  out  at  1.35  yen 
oer  lb.,  which  is  cheaper  than  the  German  pre-war  price. 
It  is  estimated  that  Japan  produces  at  least  340,000  kokus 
of  coal-tar  annually.    Th©  morphine  is  manufactured  from- 
opium  grown  in  Mishima  County,  near  Osaka.  *  Dr.  Suzuki, 
of  Sankyo  &  Co..  of  Tokio,  has  also  commenced  the  manu- 
facture of  salicylic  acid  at  the  firm's  Shinagawa  Labora-  | 
tory,  near  Tokio.    The  process  is  different  from  Dr.   R.  j 
Tahara's,  the  former  being  Fischer's  process. 
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Netherlands  Notes.

Government  Publications — -The  first  and  second 
parts  of  the  second  series  of  Government  publications 
regarding  the  war  crisis  contain  a  chronological  list  of  the 
articles  of  which  the  exportation  has  been  prohibited,  with 
the  decisions  that  were  arrived  at  in  doubtful  cases.  The 
same  publication  deals  with  the  decisions  regarding  the 
maximum  prices  of  foods  and  medicaments. 

Chemical-industry  in  Holland  The    movement  in 

various  countries  to  make  them  less  dependent  upon  the 
chemical  resources  of  Germany  also  finds  expression  in 
Holland.  Mr.  Tillema,  the  Government  adviser  on  the 
pharmaceutical  and  chemical  industries,  described  in  the 
"  Pharm.  Weekblad  "  the  steps  taken  in  France  at  the 
end  of  the  eighteenth  and  beginning  of  "the  nineteenth  cen- 
turies to  encourage  the  home  manufacture  of  chemicals, 
'rne  difficulties  which  have  to  be  overcome  in  'Holland  are 
much  more  serious  than  those  experienced  in  those  days 
in  France.  For  one  thing,  the  number  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  Netherlands  is  comparatively  small,  and  the 
Colonial  possessions  insufficiently  productive.  New  in- 
dustries founded  in  Holland  would  be  exposed  to  great 
competition  at  the  conclusion  of  the  war.  As  an  example 
■  Mr.  Tillema  mentions  castor-oil  pressing,  which  has  not 
yet  been  taken  up  in  Holland.  It  would  not  be  worth 
while  laying  down  themachinery  without  a  guarantee  that 
the  present  remunerative  prices  would  continue  for  at  least 
five  years,  especially  as  there  is  no  sale  of  second-pressing 
oil  in  Holland,  and  the  total  quantity  of  medicinal  castor 
oil  used  is  relatively  small.  It  has  been  suggested  that 
bromine  could  be  made  from  the  mother-liquors  of  salt- 
works, but  analysis  has  disclosed  that  only,  small  traces 
of  bromine  are  to  be  found  in-  the  liquors.  It  must  not 
bethought,  however,  that  nothing  is  being  clone  to  extend 
chemical  manufactures  in  the  country.  A  chemical-works 
at  Meppel  has  taken  in  hand  the  manufacture  of  iodine, 
and  Mr.  Holm,  an  Amsterdam  pharmacist,  has  founded  a 
company  for  making  Billrothbatist.  This  surgical  dressing 
is  equal  to  any  that  hae  been  on  the  market  hitherto. 

Economy  with  Regard  to  Medicaments  is  the  title 
of  a  pamphlet  written  by  an  Amsterdam  physician,  Dr. 
H.  Pinkhof,  regarding  the  fierce  competition  that  is  at 
present  going  on  in  Holland  between  the  qualified  phar- 
macists and  the  unqualified  owners  of  druggists'  shops,  for 
the  latter  of  which  the  Dutch  people,  even  the  more 
wealthy,  show  a  certain  predilection.  The  author  states 
that  people  who  are  otherwise  extravagant,  and  do  not 
hesitate  to  pay  large  sums  for  quack  medicines,  have  their 
prescriptions  made  up  at  pharmacies  or  druggists'  shops 
which  advertise  cheaper  medicaments  than  pharmacies  in 
general.  If  the  physician  inquires  the  reason  of  this,  he 
is  informed  that  the  person  in  question  does  not  wish  to 
enrich  the  pharmacist,  and  the  enormous  profits  of  phar- 
macists are  enumerated.  Dr.  Pinkhof'  explains  the 
absurdity  of  this  idea,  which  is  rather  commonlv  held  by 
the  Dutch  people.  He  states  that  a  pharmacist  is  not 
a^  grocer,  but  a  scientific  man,  whose  professional  educa- 
tion costs  some  thousands  of  florins,  and  upon  whom  the 
law  imposes  a  great  responsibility  and  a  number  of  duties 
(such  as  that  the  pharmacies  shall  always  be  accessible  to 
the  public,  etc.)  which  haye  never  been' heard  of  in  other 
professions,  and  which  are  not  binding  upon  the  druggists 
who  sell  medicaments  at  competitive  prices  and  illegally 
dispense  prescriptions.  The  behaviour  of  the  people  in 
this  respect  will  only  result  in  the  loyal  pharmaceutical 
profession,  which  at  present  is  highly  in  favour  with  the 
medical  profession  and  those  who  appreciate  the  phar- 
macists' scrupulousness,  degenerating" on  account  of  in- 
ability to  support  its  position.  Bv  allowing  this  degenera- 
tion to  take  place,  the  people  will  harm  themselves  most. 
Dr.  Pinkhof  therefore  urges  that,  while  money  should  not  I 
be  thrown  away  on  quack  medicines  or  medicines  of  in- 
ferior quality,  there  should  be  no  hesitation  in  paying 
the  charge  of  an  honest  pharmacist  for  the  carefully  tested 
medicaments  he  dispenses,  and  for  the  quality  and  com- 
position of  which  he  is  responsible.

The  Hoffmann-La  Roche  Co. — One  of  the  "Paris 
representatives  of  this  company,  in  an  article  in  the 
"  Bulletin  General  de  Therapeutique,"  strenuously  affirms 
that  none  of  the  shareholders  of  the  firm  are  of  German 
or  Austro-Hungarian  origin,  and  that  their  pharma- 
ceutical products  sold  in  France  are  made  in  France  by 
French  workmen  under  the  control  of  a  French 
pharmacien  and  French  officials.  In  an  editorial  note 
added  to  •  the  article  it  is  stated  that  the  members  of 
the  Hoffmann  family  were  educated  in  France,  and  all 
have  assisted  in  defending  French  influence  in  their  own 
country.  A  warning,  is  given  against  extending  the 
hatred  of  the  Germans  to  neutral  and  sympathetic  nations. 
The  "  Apotheker  Zeitung  "  quotes  parts  of  this  article, 
and  publishes  a  letter  from  the  Hoffmann-La  Roche  Co. 
in  Basle,  which  states  that  the  Parisian  representative  of 
the  company  has  acted  entirely  on  his  own  responsibility 
in  the  matter  and  against  the  positive  wish  of  the  head 
of  the  firm,  who  is  an  officer  in  the  Swiss  Army,  and 
desirous  of  preserving  strict  neutrality. 

M.  Paul  Louis  Roeser,  who  has  recently  been  placed 
on  the  retired  list,  had  held  the  post  of  Pharmacist 
Inspector,  the  highest  grade  in  this  particular  branch 
of  the  military  sanitary  service,  since  1911.  He  is  a 
Parisian  by  birth,  and  now  sixty-three  years  of  age. 
Entering  the  Val  de  Grace  School  in  1873,  and  taking  his 
diploma  in  the  following  year,  he  first  served  a  few  years 
in  Algiers,  and  subsequently  at  Chalons  and  Versailles, 
before  joining  the  Tunisian  Expeditionary  Force  in  1881, 
Second-class  major  in  1882,  first-class  in  1895,  he  came  to 
Paris  as  pharmacist  to  the  Garde  Republicaine  in  1899. 
In  1908  he  was  appointed  head  of  the  pharmaceutical 
services  of  St.  Martin  (military)  Hospital  (Paris).  He 
has  been  a  member  of  the  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy 
since  1892,  and  received  the  Legion  of  Honour  in  1897. 
He  published  in  1913  a  "  Pharmacutical  Formulary  for 
Military  Hospitals,"  and  has  contributed  to  scientific 
journals. 

A  Japanese  Hospital  in  Paris. — Perfect  autonomy, 
says  Dr.  Chassaigne,  is  the  keynote  of  the  Japanese 
ambulance  which  has  now  replaced  the  British  Red  Cross 
at  the  Hotel  Astoria,  Paris.  It  is  (as  Marshal 
Leboeuf's  army  was  not)  "complete  to  a  gaiter-button." 
Had  it  been  prepared  for  service  in  the  Desert  of  Sahara 
or  Robinson  Crusoe's  Island  instead  of  the  Champs- 
Elysees,  it  would  not  have  been  more  fully  equipped 
with  modern  surgical  and  pharmaceutical  necessaries. 
Beds,  linen,  antiseptic  tables,  automatic  washstands,  auto- 
claves, sterilising,  radiographic  and  radioscopic  appara-  . 
tus;  surgical  bandages,  dressings- and  drugs,  and  every- 
thing necessary  for  their  preparation — everything  except 
-the  actual  walls,  roof,  and  floor  of  the  hospital  has 
been  brought  to  the  foot  of  the  Arc  de  Triomphe  by  these 
wonderful  men  from  the  Far  East,  whose  fathers,  fifty 
years  ago,  were  still  living  in  mediaeval  feudalism.  A . 
dental  outfit  "is,  of  course,  included,  complete  in  the 
Japanese  sense;  for  our  Asiatic  Allies  make  less  use  of 
instruments  than  we  Western  barbarians,  relying  much  on 
their  manual  dexterity.  All  dispensing  is  done  in  strict 
accordance  with  the  Japanese  Pharmacopoeia.  The 
serums  and  vaccines  have-  been  prepared  at  the  Tokio 
Pasteur  Institute,  and  comprise  anti -streptococcic,  anti- 
tetanic,  _  anti-typhoid  and  anti-staphylococcic  serums, 
tuberculin  and  paratyphic  and  erysipelas  vaccines.  A 
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hundred  beds  are  already  occupied,  and  200  more  are: 
to  be  provided. 

Who  Invented  the  Cinema  ? — The  inauguration  a  short 
while  back  by  President  Poincare  of  a  monument  to: 
M.  Marey  raises  the  interesting  point  of  who  was  really 
the  originator  of  the  cinema.  Marey's  photographic,  rifle, 
by  which  he  took  sixty  pictures  in  a  second,  'was  a,n 
improvement  on  the  "photographic  pistol"  with  which 
Jansen  studied  the  •  transit  of .  Venus  in  1879.  But  be- 
tween the  "rifle"  of  Marey  and  the  final  triumph  of 
Lumiere  (who  coined  the  word  "  cinematograph "  at  the 
time  he  made  the  picture-palace  a  practicable  possibility) 
comes  a  little-known  chapter  of  scientific  history  related 
by  M.  Georges  Montorgueil  in  a  Parisian  daily.  I  give 
this  in  brief  : 

M.  Georges  Demeny,  who  had  in  1880  founded  the 
Rational  Gymnastic  Club,  asked  M.  Marey  to  help  him  in 
his  studies  of  movements.  During  twelve  years- the  two 
men  investigated  the  most  favourable  conditions  of  develop- 
ment of  muscular  activity.  Marey  studied  specially  the 
movements  of  animals,  Demeny  those  of  men.  In  Marey's 
laboratory  moving  photos  were  produced — one  remarkable 
series  reproduced  the  movement  of  the  lips  so  exactly  that 
deaf  mutes  could  "  hear  the  photograph  talk."  People 
came  to  see  the  curiosity,  and  the  proprietors  of  places  of 
entertainment  offered  to  organise  paying  seances,  but ' 
Demeny  (who  earned  101.  a  month  ?s  preparator  at  the 
College  of  France)  had  connections  among  educationists, 
and  was  anxious  to  see  the  invention  take  a  scientific  > 
development.  In  1893,  capitalists  came  and  saw  on  the  film 
those  photographs  of  galloping  horses  which  have  revo- 
lutionised the  racecourse  representations  of  our  sporting 
artists,  of  gymnasts,  of  wrestlers.  They  enjoyed  the  show, 
especially  as  it  was  gratis.  Finally,  in  1895,  Demeny  was 
brought  into  relation  with  Lumiere,  with  what  result  all  the 
world  knows. 

Vanished  Tourist  Trade. — Perhaps  no  class  has  been 
harder  hit  by  the  war  than  the  Parisian  hotel-keepers 
who  cater  for  the  foreign  tourist.  Deprived  of  practi- 
cally all  their  American  and  British  clientele,  as  well  as 
of  their  German,  Austrian,  Russian,  and  a  large  portion 
of  their  neutral  visitors,  they  have  in  many  cases  practi- 
cally, though  not  always  officially,  closed  their  establish- 
ments, simply  keeping  a  few  rooms  open  and  letting 
them  at  any  price  they  can  get.  Need  it  be  added  that 
this  complete  stoppage  of  the  Continental  tourist  industry 
— the  importance  <sf  which  is  possibly  hardly  realised 
by  the  average  Briton — has  seriously  affected  the  takings 
of  all  pharmacies  situated  in  the  central  region  of  Paris, 
and  that  it  is  in  this  "  hotel  district  "  that  all  the,  British 
chemists  are  located.  They  continue  to  "  keep  open 
shop  " — a  first-class  pharmacy  can  hardly  close — but  clients 
are  few  and  far  between.  They  have,  in  most  cases,  done 
valuable  service  in  aid  of  Red  Cross  institutions  :  how 
valuable  and  how  disinterested  will  probably  never  be 
known.  One,  I  know,  gratuitously  fitted  up  and  stocked 
a  pharmacy  at  a  neighbouring  hotel  taken  over  (as  so 
many  Parisian  hotels  were  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war) 
by  the  French  Red  Cross.  Others  have  made  large  and 
frequent  deliveries  of  drugs  and  hospital  requirements  of 
every  kind  at  cost-price,  though  they  do  not  care  to  pro- 
claim the  fact  of  such  philanthropy ;  while  some  have 
given  their  time  as  well  as  their  money,  and  have 
actually  served  in  hospitals  and  ambulances.  In  with- 
holding names  I  am  respecting  the  express  desire  of 
several  members  of  the  trade,  but  anyone  resident  in 
Paris  will  readily  identify  the  cases  to  which  allusion 
is  made. 


Canadian  Revenue  Bulletins. 


The  Bulletins  of  the  Inland  Revenue  Laboratory,  Ottawa, 
which  have  been  issued  recently,  include  the  following : 
Bulletin  No.  295  deals  with  lime-juice.  In  order  to 
check  the  standards  legalised  in  1911.  the  analyst  obtained 
certified  samples  of  raw  and  clarified  raw  juice  and  sub- 
mitted them  to  analysis.  It  was  found  that  the  mean  of 
the  samples  of  raw  lime-juice  was  9.04  per  cent,  of  total 
solids,  7.94  per  cent,  of  citric  acid,  and  —0.80  polarimeter- 
reading-  at  20°  C.  For  refined  lime-juice  the  figures  are 
8.93  solids.  7.99  citric  acid,  —0.49  polarimeter.  The  refining 
process,  which  is  mainly  one  of  filtration  with,  in  most  cases, 
the  addition  of  a  minute  quantity  of  benzoate  of  soda  or 


other  preservative,  effects  but  little  change  on  the  total 
solids  and  citfic-acid  content,  but  is  chiefly  shown  by  the 
removal  of -traces  of  materials  which  increase  the  laevo- 
rotatory  character  of  the  •  raw  juice.  -In^  view  of  the 
analytical  results  obtained,  it  is  suggested  that  the  standard 
for  lime-juice  should  be  amended  as  follows  : 

Lime-juice,  lime-fruit  juice,  is  the  freshly  expressed 
juice  of  the  ripe  fruit  of  Citrus  (various  species),  and  has 
a  specific  gravity  at  20°  C.  not  less  .than  1.0330  and  not 
greater  than  1.040,  and  contains  not'  less  than  8  per  cent, 
of  solids  and  not  less  than  7  per  cent,  of  free  citric 
acid.  Its  optical  activity  (rotatory  power  to  polarised 
light)  lies  between  the  limits  of  -f-6.5°  and  —1.0°  of  the 
Soleil  Ventzke  scale,  when  observed  in  a  column  of 
200  mm.  in  length  ,  at  20°  C. 
Out  of  100  samples  examined  and  judged  by  this  standard, 
50  were  genuine  lime-juice,  16  were  below  standard  in 
solids,  but  contained  7  per  cent,  of  citric  acid ;  16  were 
less  than  1  per  cent,  below  standard  in  citric  acid,  10  were 
adulterated  as  containing  less  than  6  per  cent,  of  citric  acid, 
and  8  were  sweetened  juice.  Some  samples  were  sold  as 
lime-juice  cordial,  for  which  no  standard  exists.  Preserva- 
tives, chiefly  benzoic  or  salicylic  acid,  were  in  no  case 
present  in  dangerous  amount.  Bulletin  No.  296  deals  with 
foods  and  medicines  for  cattle.  This  deals  chiefly  with 
feeding-stuffs  for  cattle,  but  of  151  samples,  24  are  men- 
tioned as  being  cattle-medicines,  the  constituents  being 
sometimes  indicated  by  the  analyst.  Bulletin  No.  297  con- 
cerns effervescent  citrate  of  magnesia.  Fifty-two  samples 
were  examined,  and  none  of  them  contained  citrate  of 
magnesia,  nor  is  citrate  of  magnesia  present  after  their 
solution  in  water.  The  only  salt  of  magnesia  present  is 
the  sulphate,  and  the  only  citrate  is  the  sodium  salt.  Tar- 
trate of  soda  is  usually  quite  as  much  in  evidence  as  the 
citrate,  and  sugar  is  invariably  present  in  amounts  vary- 
ing from  25  to  50  per  cent.  The  analyst  states:  "It  is 
unfortunate  that  the  name  under  which  it  is  offered  for 
sale  should  be  so  grossly  misleading,  and  the  explanation  is 
doubtless  to  be  found  in  the  fact  that  citrate  of  magnesia 
as  magnesii  citratis  liquor  or  solution  of  magnesium  citrate 
has  long  enjoyed  a  repute  as  a  pleasant  and  mild  aperient." 
[A  wide  guess,  which  any  analyst  with  a  slight  acquaint- 
ance with  pharmacy  would  not  have  made. — Ed.  C.  <£•  D.] 
Further  on  the  analyst  unearths  a  formula  from  the  U.S. 
National  Dispensatory,  and  adds :  "  In  the  absence  of  any 
other  recognised  formula  for  effervescent  citrate  of  mag- 
nesia, I  am  disposed  to  interpret  the  results  of  analysis 
herein,  recorded  by  reference  to  this  one."  Tit  would  be 
difficult  to  imagine  a  more  arbitrary  method  of  fixing  a 
standard  than  to  pick  up  a  chance  formula  from-  an 
American  work  for  a  nroduct  which  originated  in  England. 
Ed.  O.  &  D.~\  '  Finally,  it  is  -suggested  that  some  other 
name  should  be  applied  to  the  preparation.
